PROSPECTIVE FEATURES OF THE 
N. W. D. A. AND P, A. CON. 
VENTION. 


The meeting of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association and the 
Proprietary Association at St. Louis in 
October is likely to have some spice in- 
jected into its proceedings by the pro- 
test that is everywhere being raised by 
retailers against the advance in prices 
on proprietaries by reason of the stamp 
tax. In almost every State and wherever 
an organization of retailers exists this 
protest has been recorded with more or 
less vigor. At the outset strong objec- 
tion was made to any advance, even to 
one which would simply cover the cost 
of the stamps; but after mature con- 
sideration the retailers generally ap- 
pear to have recognized that the pro- 
prietor could scarcely expected to 
bear the entire burden, and that in 
covering it in his price he has simply 
done, as the rule, what good business 
policy and a reasonable regard for his 
own interest dictated, But there is a 
very positive protest against making 
this an opportunity for raising prices 
sufficiently to increase the manufac- 
turers’ profits over and above the cost 
of stamps. This has been done in 
numerous instances by manufacturers 
who had worked their goods up to the 
standard of free sellers, but had not ad- 
vanced their wholesale prices up to the 
limit which the retail price would 
stand. From the standpoint of the 
manufacturer, there was valid excuse 
for doing this. There are possibly a 
few instances of ready-selling prepara- 
tions upon which the wholesale price 
has been so low as to not allow a fair 
margin of net profit to the manufac- 
turer, but the reason for raising the 
wholesale price has rather been, in 
most cases, that the retail trade per- 
sistently and almost universally divided 
its margin with the consumer, and the 
manufacturer has taken advantage of 
the first opportunity that offered to

narrow 
own 


margin and increase his 
correspondingly. Against this 
there is some high-kicking on the part 
of the retail trade, and in a number of 
cases it has resulted in manufacturers 
abandoning their first intentions as to 
a raise in prices, and either bearing the 
tax themselves or only advancing prices 
sufficiently to barely cover it, What the 
effect will be upon those preparations 
which have been advanced beyond that 
point it will be interesting to note. 
There is no doubt that manufacturers 
of non-secret preparations have made 
the most of their opportunity to work 


upon the natural prejudice of retailers 


against any patent medicine upon 
which their profits are further curtailed, 
and every article upon which the price 
has been advanced has been singled out 
oy the makers of substitute prepara- 
tions as the object of a specially vig- 
orous attack. As a consequence, many 
of the “boomers” are to-day meeting 
more energetic competition from the re- 
tailer’s “own” preparations than 
ever before experienced. 

The sale of patents interfered 
with in various ways by the stamp tax 
law, and it has not yet quite readjusted 
itself so that manufacturers en- 
abled to judge of its effect upon their 
By the time the meeting 
occurs at St. Louis, however, they will 
be feeling any effects that are likely 
to follow whatever change of policy it 
may have led them to inaugurate, and 
as the meeting is likely to be attended 
by representatives of a number of re- 
tail organizations, their attitude will 
doubtless be made entirely clear. Thus 
far the unanimity shown by retailers 
is 1ather surprising. Not alone in the 
associations throughout the country, 
but in individual cases where there has 
been no conference with others, the 
deadly substitute brought out 
against every one of the leading prep- 
arations that has been advanced in 
price. The opportunity to raise retail 
prices more than enough to cover the 
advance by wholesalers has been ig- 
nored, apparently, in a large share of 
instances, and an excellent chance to 
reduce the cutting evil has been lost 
to the retail trade. It remains to be 
seen whether they will adhere to their 
present policy toward those prepara- 
tions which have been advanced, or 
will gradually accept the situation and 
allow their competition to 
lukewarm. The jobbets are apparent- 
ly disposed to sympathize with retail- 
ers in their protest against any course 
which makes further inroads upon 
their profits, but many of them are so 
heavily stocked up with goods bought 
at old prices, upon which they hope to 
make the extra profit, that they are 
not in a position to favor any general 
modification of prices at the present 
time. The coming convention will oc- 
cur at a time when their best inter- 
ests will probably appear more clear- 
ly to the members of both organiza- 
tions, and any necessity that may ex- 
ist for a change of policy will be more 
readily determinable than it is just 
now. 
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CRITICISING THE NON-SUPPORT- 
ERS OF THE COTTONSEED 
ASSOCIATIONS. 


The lack of interest in the local and 
Inter-State Association of Cottonseed 
Crushers, which has been shown by 
some of the larger concerns and espe- 
cially by the principal company, is the 
subject of a good deal of adverse crit- 
icism by the smaller mills. We are 
in receipt of a number of letters re- 
ferring to the success attained by the 
committee from the Texas Association 
which undertook to settle certain differ- 
ences between the crushers and some 
of the rallroads of the State, and the 
tone of these communications is rather 
severe upon those concerns which have 
failed to lend their support to the as- 
sociations, but which will now derive 
benefits qmounting to many thousands 
of dollars yearly from the work which 
this committee accomplished. One cor- 
respondent estimates that the saving to 
Texas crushers which will result from 
the abandonment of the proposed 
single pier at Galveston for all 
shipments of cake and meal, will 
amount to nearly $100,000 per an- 


num, and of this sum a .very large 


percentage will go into the treasury of 
concerns which “do not believe in asso-

from the Texas Association represents 


a saving of $20,000 per annum to the 
principal company, and yet it lends 
practically no support to any of the 


organizations of crushers. Some of Its 
mill managers are members, it is true, 
but the company itself extends no rec- 
ognition to the associations and has, on 
the contrary, discouraged their forma- 
tion by refusing that active co-opera- 
tion which would have meant so much 


to the various organizations at their 
inception, and would have served to 


materially swell their membership and 
increase their influence. There is little 
doubt that the good work done by the 
Texas will increase its 
meenbership among the smaller mills 
which are more appreciative of the re- 
sults, and it is probable also that the 
inter-state organization will feel the ef- 
fects in a wider support from mills 
throughout the South.

All of the local organizations have an 
opportunity to use their influence to 
good effect, just now, in securing con- 
certed action among the mills with ref- 
erence to the custom of furnishing 
sacks, This practice was inaugurated at 
a time when it was probably a necessity 
to enable the mills to secure any supply 
of seed, but It has been a prolific source 
of abuse ever since it was started, and 
the crushers a vast amount 
which might well have 
been saved. Not only have sacks been 
lost and stolen to an extent which, 
when added to ordinary wear and tear, 
has imposed a heavy tax upon the 
business, but the mills have, in many 
cases, been paying $1 a ton more for 
seed in sacks than naked, and have 
themselves furnished the sacka It 
would be difficult to find a parallel for 
this in commercial customs, and the as- 
sociations of crushers should be strong 
enough to induce a uniform modifica- 
tion of the method of handling seed 
throughout the cotton belt. Of course, 
so long as a few mills of any conse- 
quence stand out, no reform in this di- 
rection can be effected, but the oppor- 
tunity for saving would seem to be so 
great as to appeal to the self-interest of 
even the most conservative of the mills

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WHO PAYS THE TAX? 


At a special meeting of the Indiana 
Pharmaceutical Association, held Aug. 
10, a serles of resolutions was adopted, 
and among them was one charging the 
manufacturers of proprietaries with be- 
ing “unjust and unpatriotic” for in- 
creasing their prices to cover the 
stamp tax and appealing to them to 
reconsider thelr action, and “‘cheerfully 
assume the patriotic duty of paying 
the stamp tax, as it was evidently in- 
tended by Congress that they should 
do, and not place it upon the retailer, 
who is now carrying more than his 
share of the burden.” 

One of the manufacturers of a well- 
known article has replied at consider- 
able length to the resolutions, which 
were embodied in a circular, and sent 
to all proprietors. His views are prob- 
ably those entertained by all of his 
class, that Congress did not intend that 
the burden of the tax should be borne 
by the manufacturers, but rather by the 
public at large. In order to prove his 
case, he falls back on a well-known 
principal of political economy that un- 
der any and all forms of taxation the 
consumer pays the tax in the end. He 
says in part: ‘The assumption of this 
resolution, that Congress intended the 
tax on proprietary medicines to fall on 
the manufacturer, has arrayed against 
it the precedent and practice not of our 
nation alone, but of the leading na- 
tions of the world. In all taxation, it 
is kept in view as a fundamental prin- 
ciple that the consumer pays the tax, 
and the proof of this is that the ar- 
ticles selected for taxatlon are chosen 
in accordance with that principle. 
That it is the intent that the consumer 
should pay the tax is manifest in the 
general operation of the revenue law.” 

Without desiring to start a discussion 
ag to the merits of the case, or the 
intent of Congress as to who should pay 
the stamp tax—the proprietor, the re- 









tailer or the consumer—it is certainly 
gratifying to find at least one promi- 


_hent concern that will-epenly. indorse a 


principle recognized by political econo- 
mists In the face of the claims of poll- 
ticians and the public press with few 
exceptions, when the revenue law was 
under discussion in Congress, that for 
once a law was to be enacted under 
Which the people at large would es- 
cape taxation, which would be borne by 
the vested interests.

AN IMPROVED OUTLOOK FOR 
GLUE. 

There has been a very satisfactory 
demand for glue during the current 
year, following a long period of depres- 
sion. The situation is interesting on 
account of several novel features. 
There seems to be no longer any doubt 
that the Milwaukee tanners, as re- 
ported in the Reporter of July 25, will 
hereafter work up their own raw ma- 
terial, amounting to some _ 38,000,000 
pounds annually. While this will not 
of itself either increase or diminish the 
supply of hides for glue stock, it will 
not be without a decided influence on 
the manufacturers already established. 
The absorption by the Milwaukee com- 
bine of the industry at Gowanda, N. 
Y., is also a factor to be reckoned with. 

There is a decided ‘“‘bullish” disposi- 
tion noted among the manufacturers of 
glue in this country, and this seems to 
be based on something more than mere 
self-interest. Owing to an active de- 
mand abroad, prices have materially 
advanced on the other side, and our 
own Importations ef the foreign brands 
have fallen off perhaps one half. Nat- 
urally, this has given an impetus to the 
export business. For the past six 
months more glue has been shipped 
from American ports than during a pe- 
riod of the same length at any previous 
time; exports, it is said, exceeding im- 
ports for the first time in the history 
of the industry here. This condition Is 
not attributable alone to the steady 
European demand; the Dingley tariff 
now an old story, and the improvement 
in the quality of the American out- 
put having an important bearing. The 
duty on glues costing 9 cents a pound 
and less practically excludes all low 
grades of forelgn make. A few figures 
just here may prove of interest, the 
following having been compiled from 
official documents:

In these days of intense Americanism, 
such a graphic showing of the devel- 
opment of trade in even so humble an 
industry as glue, cannot fail to be grat- 
ifying. 

The low prices of cattle which ob- 
tained a few years ago, due to over- 
production and the scarcity of money, 
caused a reactionandconsequent short- 
age in the supply of hides. This led, 
of course, to an advance in the price 
of leather and caused the tannerg to 
tan the pates instead of cutting them 
off for glue stock, as had been custom- 
ary. This and other circumstances 
have led to higher prices of glue stock, 
but so far the advance in the price of 
the finished product has not kept pace. 
Therefore we find that the profits to the 
manufacturers have not been satisfac- 
tory for several years past, and a re- 
stricted output has resulted. While the 
trade in glue has not been heavy dur- 
ing the last five or six years, the de- 
mand has been in excess of this re- 
stricted output, and it is believed that 
there is less reserve etock in the 
hands of domestic holders now than 
there has been in a score of years. 
Europe is also pretty well sold up. As 
a matter of fact, it is almost impossi- 
ble to secure certain kinds, more espe- 
cially of the middle grades. If, after 
the usual summer dullness, a full de- 
mand follows, a still further stiffening 








of prices is looked for. It is said that 

but for the sale at a loss made by some 
manufacturers in order to hold trade, 

the market would be even firmer now 
than it is 

Little or no glue can be made in hot 
weather in anticipation of this in- 
creased demand, so that if the generally 
expected resumption of industry mate- 
rializes, those trades which require glue 
will have to go to an unfavorable mar- 
ket, from a buyer’s standpoint, to buy. 
There are three American factories 
which are prepared, with refrigerating 
plants, to produce certain grades of 
glue in summer, but the business gen- 
erally is practically at a standstill dur- 
ing the heated term. 

For the low grade goods made from 
the feet of cattle and pigs the demand 
is excellent, while the supply seems to 
be moderate. In a case of this kind, 
however, substitutes are usually re- 
sorted to, and the price thereby kept 
down. 

The production of the higher grades 
has kept pace with the consumption. 
In the past five years the development 
of the manufacture of gelatin has be- 
come very marked, and both in quan- 
tity and quality a great advance has 
been made. The characteristics of 
the French and English makes are now 
noted in some of the domestic products, 
certain brands of the American goods, 
it is claimed, being fully equal in qual- 
ity to the best foreign. At the same 
time, until some disadvantages in the 
way of water and climate have been 
effectually overcome, it is claimed that 
the Americans will have to compete 
against odds, although prices are fa- 
vorable te the home market. The years 
of depression from which we are just 
emerging have forced certain lessons 
on us which will not be forgotten when 
the necessity for heeding them becomes 
less stern. A general improvement in 
quality in all grades is noted, and it is 
the confident expectation of those most 
familiar with all the facts that we shall 
goon not only fully supply our own 
markets, but should export very largely. 
One large American producer looks for 
exports to double Imports in ten years 
from now. 

It might appear strange that Amer- 
ica, which is usually regarded as the 
home of the cattle industry, should 
seek glue stock abroad, but such is 
the case. In Australia and South Amer- 
ica enormous numbers of cattle are 
raised. As glue cannot be made in the 
Southern countries, the glue stock is 
exported, and finds its way to the 
country where it is in most demand, 
Many of the cattle go to Europe to be 
butchered, and thus the European mar- 
kets are at least partly supplied with 
stock. It might appear that Canada 
would be a good cool country in which 
to carry on the manufacture of glue, 
but it seems that there is not eneugh 
“in it” to justify the establishment of 

a plant there to supply the compara- 
tively small local demand.

THE WINDOW GLASS OUTLOOK, 


As announced in a previous issue of 
the Reporter, the window glass manu- 
facturers have made a settlement with 
the blowers and gatherers, allowing 
them an average advance of about 
5 per cent., the straight list and 5 per 
cent. being given on single strength, 
straight list on double strength and 63 
per cent. for small double-strength 
gatherers. The agreement includes all 
of the manufacturers, but, as yet, no 
settlement has been effected with the 
cutters and flatteners. It is not be- 
lieved, however, but what an early un- 
derstanding will be arrived at with this 
branch of the trade, and the start as 
arranged with the blowers and gather- 
ers carried out, which is that no fac- 
tories shall commence blowing earlier 
than Oct. 15 or work later than May 29, 
1899, with the exception of a few co-op- 
erative factories, including not to ex- 
ceed 70 pots that were allowed the 
privilege of starting Sept. 22 and run- 
ning not later than June 22, because of 
contracts already made by the workers 
with these factories. 

The settlement has been satisfactory 
to the factories and the workers, as it 
gives the former an opportunity to 
limit production to the probable con- 
sumptive demand, and by not permit- 
ting any new glass to come upon the 








market before Nov. 1 they can take 
full advantage of the high prices rul- 
ing in Belgium, and the practical ex- 
haustion of the stock of old glass to 
obtain the highest prices ever known in 
the industry. On behalf of the work- 
ers it may be said that their pleasure 
at the settlement lies in the fact that it 
gives all a good average fire, and will 
help toward a good settlement next 
fire. If an early start had been made 
there would have been an overproduc- 
tion that would have caused a shutdown 
along about the holidays, and would 
have caused manufacturers to close 
the fire with stocks on hand so heavy 
that they would insist on wage reduc- 
tions. As it is, the workers will close 
the fire with conditions favorable to a 
good settlement for the next blast, 
where otherwise the business would 
have been demoralized by heavy stocks 
and the workers made to suffer. The 
settlement also insures a continuation 
of the American Glass Company, which 
would probably have been disrupted 
had not a _ settlement been effected 
which insured the co-operation of the 
independents in the limitation of the 
blast. That high prices will rule isa 
foregone conclusion. It is understood 
that the season will open at the clos- 
ing prices in June if not higher. In 
the meantime jobbers have taken ad- 
vantage of the fact that stocks are 
much broken, both in their hands and 
in the hands of the manufacturers, to 
raise prices, which they did at a meet- 
ing held in this city on Tuesday last. 


INCREASED IMPORTS AND EX- 
PORTS. 


The official report of the importation 
and exportation of goods in the lines of 
trade represented by the Reporter dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30 makes 
a very favorable exhibit in comparison 
with that for the fiscal year preceding. 
It is apparent that our war with Spain 
had no appreciable effect on the vol- 
ume of our foreign trade, the only ef- 
fect being a diversion of a part of the 
carrying trade to ships of other nation- 
alities, and this has been but temporary 
and of much smaller extent than was 
feared it would prove to be. The im- 
portations during the past fiscal year, 
while varying considerably in some ar- 
ticles, due to special causes, compare 
favorably with those of the year pre- 
ceding, the aggregate showing an in- 
crease. The exports also show varia- 
tions, but the total has been much 
larger, the increase being a gratifying 
evidence of our ability to compete with 
the older producing countries. Among 
the variations in importations the de- 
crease in some of the heavy chemicals 
and in glass are notable examples, due 
to increased home production, manufac- 
turers here being able to place these 
products on the market at prices which 
the foreign producers find it difficult to 
meet, notwithstanding that they have 
at times shipped their surplus produc- 
tion to our markets at cost in order to 
sustain the home markets. 

Among the articles showing a consid- 
erable increase in the amounts import- 
ed during the past fiscal year are cin- 
chona barks, bristles, clays, coal tar 
colors and dyes, cochineal, cutch and 
gambier, gum arabic, camphor, lead, 
licorice root, fish oils, fertilizers, mu- 
riate of potash, quinine, nitrate of soda, 
brimstone. The articles showing an im- 
portant decrease in the amounts im- 
ported are argols, asphaltum, cements, 
plate and window glass, hops, indigo, 
bleaching powder, spices, opium, 
paints, perfumery, saltpeter, shellac, 
soaps, soda ash, caustic soda, sal soda, 
sumac, vanilla beans, 


The exports showing an important In- 
crease are acids, alcohol, pot and pearl 
ashes, candles, cement, cottonseed, glu- 
cose, glue, hops, lard, proprietary medi- 
cines, naphthas, cottonseed cake, cot- 
tonseed oil, illuminating oil, lubricating 
oils, whale oil, oleo oil, paraffine wax, 
soaps, spermaceti, spirits turpentine, 
tallow, tar, whalebone. The articles 
showing considerable decrease in the 
amounts exported are fertilizers, fiax- 
seed, soapstock, lead, fish oils, lard oil, 
crude petroleum, oleomargarine, paints, 
quicksilver, rosin, starch, varnish. As 
stated above, theamount of difference in 
those articles showing an increase are 
greater than that of the articles show- 
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ing a decrease, and the total is conse- 
quently far in excess of that of the 
preceding year.

RECENT EXPORTS OF FERTI- 
LIZERS. 


During the past two months this 
country has exported about 4,000 tons 
of fertilizing chemicals, principally 
dried blood, but a small quantity of 
hoof meal and ammonite has been in- 
cluded in the shipments, which have 
been of a high grade, the unit of am- 
monia being 15 to 17 per cent., and the 
price paid was about the equivalent of 
$1.85 per unit per short ton in New 
York. The business was done on 
through bills of lading from the West, 
and the bulk of the shipments were 
made through Baltimore, the buyers 
having secured more favorable rates of 
freight by way of that city than 
throug the metropolis. The goods 
were all destined for France, princi- 
pally the ports of Havre and Dunkirk. 
The fact that the entire quantity was 
shipped to one country is easily ac- 
counted for, France is a large buyer of 
fertilizing materials every year, and 
usually makes her purchases from 
June to August. Ordinarily Rus- 
sia, Germany, Italy and England sup- 
ply her wants, but for the first time 
in three or four years the American 
market was ascertained to be below the 
markets of the other countries, hence 


the Frenchmen placed their orders 
here, 
The reason why this market was 


more favorable than any other is not 
far to seek. The price of sulphate of 
ammonia in England was £2 per ton 
higher than it was a year ago, while, 
on the other hand, a surplus of blood, 
hoof meal, ammonite, etc., existed on 
the American market, and the price 
had been depressed by reason of the 
low price at which nitrate of soda had 
been ruling, consumers preferring ni- 
trate to sulphate under the circum- 
stances. Another fact in the lowering 
of prices here was the action of the 
Southern manufacturers of fertilizers in 
holding aloof from the market by rea- 
son of the heavy decline in the price 


of cotton, which makes the outlook 
very gloomy in that section of the 
country. 

Ordinary business sagacity should 


have prompted the Western packers, 
who held the bulk of the stocks of the 
materials wanted for export, to keep 
their prices low enough to have con- 
tinued to tempt the foreign buyers aad 
encourage a more liberal exportation, 
but, as they are born bulls, their innate 
propensities appear to have got the 
better of their judgment. As soon as 
the demand was well under way they 
raised their prices to figures that 
promptly put a stop to further busi- 
ness. Nevertheless, the effect of the 
export demand has been to strengthen 
the market for dried blood, and it 
closes firm to-day, with the other am- 
moniates sympathetically stronger,

The T. New Roofing & Manufacturing 
Company, of No. 540 East Twentieth 
street, made an assignment last week 
to Wm, H, Stewart. The business is an 
old one, having been established twen- 
ty-eight years ago by Tobias New. He 
incorporated it in 1886 as the T. New 
Manufacturing Company, with a capi- 
tal stock of $200,000, and that company 
went into the hands of a receiver on 
March 1, 1893. The present company 
was formed to continue the business, 
creditors of the old company taking 
stock in the new company for their 
claims. The capital stock at first was 
$200,000, but was increased to $450,000. 
The officers of the company are Tobias 
New, president, and Lewis W. Harring- 
ton, secretary. At least eight fires have 
occurred in the factory in the past ten 
years, involving considerable loss to the 
company, as of late years the insurance 
companies have declined the risk. In 
February last the company had to ask 
an extension from the creditors on ac- 
count of two fires in the month of Jan- 
uary. On May 31 another small fire oc- 
curred, and on June 1 the factory was 
badly wrecked by an explosion. The 
company’s annual report in January 
last showed liabilities, $45,000; assets, 
$45,000.

The crushing of seeds and nuts for 
the oil which they contain and the 
preparation of feeding stuffs from the 
residue is, so far as England is con- 
cerned, a comparatively new industry, 
says the System. And one of the most 
important phases of this business is 
that which centers round the products 
of the oil palm, and plays such a con- 
siderable part in the trade between the 
west coast of Africa and Liverpool. 


A dispatch from Louisville says that 
N. M. Uri is the head of a movement 
on the part of Louisville rectifiers to 
build a plant in opposition to the new 
Spirits Trust. It has not been decided 
where the distillery will be built, but 
some are in favor of establishing the 
plant in the corn belt of Indiana. Some

easily be transformed into a spirits dis- 
tillery.

Lightning struck a 12,000-barrel tank 
of oil on Aug. 21 near Taylorstown, be- 
longing to the Southwest Pipe Line 
Company, and burned a quantity of oil. 


On the Ohio side of the Sistersville 
field in the Wilson Run development M.

The new well on Buffalo creek, Tyler 
county, located on the Marshall farm 
and owned by J. T. Jones, is quite a 
Keener sand producer. It is still hold- 


‘ing’ up at 480 barrels a day, and there 


is some evidence of new work starting 
in that locality. 


A. Hostetter has completed his test 
well on the J. Marshall farm, on Devil 
Hole run, Grant district, and has a 5- 
barrel producer. On McFarland creek 
Barnsdall & Marshail have completed a 
test well on the A. H. Ayers farm and 
have a 20-barrel producer, 


The famous Klondike oil gusher that 
was struck on the Miller farm, east of 
Ironville, has proved a failure. At the 
time of shooting it produced 90 barrels 
per hour, but since then has diminished 
to such an extent that at present it is 
producing 20 barrels a day. 


McDonald & Watt, oil producers op- 
erating in the vicinity of Warren, have 
shot what is supposed to be the ban- 
ner oil well of Indiana. It is now 
flowing a continuous stream of oil 
through a five-eighths-inch casing. 
The output is estimated at 1,500 bar- 
rels daily. 


On the west side of the deep sand ter- 
ritory on Piney Fork, Wetzel county, 
the South Penn Oil Company has shot 
its test well on the E, B, Lemasters 
farm and has a 50-barrel producer. In 
the same locality M. Lemaster’s No, 1 is 
in the top of the Gordon and has a 
show of oil. 


Near Stringtown, Tyler county, the 
South Penn Oil Company’s No, 3 Isaac 
Baker heirs made 40 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours after it was drilled 
in. The same company shot its No. 3 
A. D. Lemasters, in the same develop- 
ment, and increased its production to 
150 barrels a day. 


A disastrous fire occurred in the 
Hendershot oil field Aug. 20, that re- 
sulted in the loss of the Union Oil Co.’s 
Masters No. 1 and a tank containing 
oil, and the South Penn Co.’s No. 1 Al- 
leman and two 250-barrel tanks, one of 
which was empty and the other con- 
taining four feet of oil. The origin of 
the fire is not definitely known. It 
started at the Masters well, which was 
cleaned out the day before, having been 
shot. The blazing oil ran down into the 
creek and was swept by the current of 
the stream to the Alleman well, setting 
it afire and destroying it. 





In the deep sand territory in Tyler 
county the South Penn Oil Company 
has drilled in its No. 2 on the R. M. 
Stackpole farm, and has a _ 25-barrel 
producer. In Doddridge county the 
same company has completed its No. 
> G. Payne and has a small well, not 


good for sore than 10 barrels a day. 
Three-fourths of a mile east of the 
line of Berea grit developments in 
Washington county, Alford Bros. & Co. 
have drilled in a well on the Snyder 
farm, on Elk run, that is reported 


showing for 50 or 75 barrels a day from 
the Big Injun sand. It produced 25 
barrels the first twelve hours after it 
was drilled in, thorugh the 8-inch cas- 
ing. 

The Ross & Barnsdall well on the 
Ross farm, northeast of the Fonner 
pool, produced 175 barrels the first 
twelve hours after the pay was tapped. 

Southwest of the wells on the Rice 
Bros.’ farm at New Freeport the South 
Penn has drilled in a test on the Wil- 
liam Martin farm that is showing for a 
producer, The hole filled up 2,500 feet 
with fluid from the second day. 


Operations in the Whisky Run pool in 
Ritchie county have marrowed down to 
but four drilling wells. All are located 
to the southwest of the initial develop- 
ments, except one well on the Abicht 
farm. On the west side of the south- 
west extension the Associated Pro- 
ducers’ Company has drilled in its test 
well on the N, Brookes farm and gota 
good show of black oil in the top of the 
sand, 

In the Berea grit territory near Mur- 
phytown, Wood county, the South Penn 
Oil Company has drilled in its No. 8 on 
the Susan Grant farm and has a 75- 
barrel producer. No. 2 S. E. Grant in 
the same locality is good for 30 barrels 
aday. Northwest of the Henderson de- 
velopment the same company has 
drilled in its No. 2 in the J. E. Richard- 
son farm, and the indications are for a 
small well not good for more than 10 
barrels a day. 


The second annual reunion of oil men 
will take place at McDonald, Sept. 1, 2 
and 3, in connection with the annual 
street fair at that place. The commit- 
tees have been appointed, and every- 
thing promises to eclipse the pro- 
gramme of last year, There will be all 
kinds of races, a balloon ascension, and 
the management is advertising in the 
theatrical journals for several specialty 
and knockabout teams. The railroads 
have agreed to give half-fare rates, 
and it is probable that Pittsburg will 
be called on to accommodate some of 
the people. 


The trustees of the Oil Producers’ As- 
sociation of Los Angeles, Cal., have 
completed their report for the month of 
July, and it is very gratifying to those 
interested in the oil industry in Cali- 
fornia. There has been such a demand 
for oll that it has been necessary to 
draw from some of the reserve storage 
tanks. On July 1 there were 92,141 bar- 
rels of oil in storage. On Aug. 1 there 
were only 8,996 barrels, a decrease of 
4,145 barrels during the month. There 
were received by the trustees 5,187 bar- 
rels in July and there were sold 9,329 
barrels. The average price received at 
the wells was 67.32 cents per barrel, an 
increase of about 3 cents on the price 
received in June. The cost of produc- 
tion was also a quarter of a cent per 
barrel less. 








MISCELLANEOUS. 


Meeting of Sulphurie Acid Manu- 
facturers. 


A meeting of the sulphuric acid man- 
ufacturers of practically the entire 
country, with the exception of the 
Southern makers of chamber acid, was 
held at the Down Town Club Wednes- 
day to discuss a plan of consolidation. 
About thirty-five concerns were repre- 
sented, and the meeting lasted from 12 
to 4 p. m., lunch having been partaken 
of during that time. 

The committee which had been ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting submit- 
ted a general plan of consolidation, 
which was discussed in all of its phases, 
and the magnitude of the undertaking 
being appreciated by those present, it 
was finally agreed to adjourn to the 
first week in October, when each one 
interested would be expected to submit 
his views on the plan, he having had 
ample time in which to digest it thor- 
oughly. 

The fact was generally recognized at 
the meeting: that any combination, to 
be successful, must embrace the entire 
plant of each concern, rather than that 
of sulphuric acid alone. That being the 
case, the interests are so diversified 
that it is generally believed that no

Senator Guy’s bill to prevent false 
and misleading advertising has been 
signed by Gov. Black. Twenty days 
must elapse before the bill becomes op- 
erative. The bill reads as follows: 

Any firm, person or partnership of per- 
sons, who, either in the newspapers or 
other periodicals of this State, or in pub- 
lic advertisements, or in communications 
intended for a large number of persons, 
knowingly make or disseminate any state- 
ments or assertions of facts with respect 
to his or her or their business _ affairs, 
especially concerning the quantity, the 
quality, the value, the price, the method 
of production or manufacture or the fix- 
ing of the price of his, her or their mer- 
chandise or professional work; or the 
manner or source of purchase of such 
merchandise; or the possession of awards, 
distinctions; or the motive or purpose of 
a sale, intended to have the appearance 
of a particularly advantageaus offer, 
which are untrue or calculated to mis-

Under the same cover we print a set 
of rules for the “‘“Government of Transac- 
tions in Cottonseed Products,”’ particular- 
ly such as are engaged in by crushers, 
Rules to be satisfactory must conform to 
the custom of trade, and must not at- 
tempt to change same for the benefit of 
buyer or seller. The committee selected 
to formulate these rules was composed 
equally of buyers and sellers, and every 
difference of opinion was carefully gone 
over and fairly adjusted. 

We believe these rules will be found 
satisfactory for ordinary transactions. 
When unusual conditions are desired by 
buyer or seller, such conditions must 
necessarily be made by special contract. 

We recommend to you careful study of 
these rules, and if you approve of same 
that you will notify the parties with 
whom you transact business to that ef- 
fect. 

We trust that these rules will be found 
of value to our members, and also to the 
members of the trade, and we hope that 
our earnest efforts for the good of the 
business will induce parties not now mem-

In reply to these complaints the Com- 
missioner has stated that in all such 
cases the Government will permit the 
use of a proprietary stamp of a size 
much less than that supplied by the 
Government, no minimum limit being 
placed on stamps containing at least 
one-fourth inch of superficial area. The 
only stipulation that the bureau makes 
with reference to these stamps is that 
the denomination of the stamp and the 
legend “‘U. S. Int. Rev.” shall as 
conspicuous as any of the lettering 
employed on the stamp. A considerable 
number of designs for dies have been 
rejected by the bureau for the reason 
that the internal revenue character of 
the stamp has been almost nuilified by 
printing the legend referred to in fine 
type, and so obscurely as to be almost 
illegible. The bureau assumes that the 
purpose of the manufacturers who have 
offended in this regard has been to 
place proprietary goods on the market 
in such a manner as to deceive the pub- 
lic into the belief that they aie stand- 
ard articles, which do not’ require 
stamping. 

The bureau has taken 
tion in the case of a manufacturer 
who, after purchasing proprietary 
stamps made from his own dies, has 
imprinted the words “chemically pure” 
on the stamps, and upon another part of 
the label has advertised the alleged fact 
that “it will be seen by an examination 
of the revenue stamp attached hereto 
that the U. S. Government guarantees 
the purity of this article.”” The manu- 
facturer putting out the product re- 
ferred to has been notified that he will 
be prosecuted to the full extent of the 
law if he does not immediately desist 
from imprinting his revenue stamps I!I-" 
legally, and from advertising a Govern- 
ment guarantee of his goods.

turer, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue will regard the imitation of 
such a die by another manufacturer as 
counterfeiting, and will begin criminal 
prosecution whenever the facts are 
properly brought to his attention. This 
statement has proved very gratifying 
to the manufacturers, who now find 
that the Government is prepared to 
protect their proprietary rights with all 
the judicial machinery at its command. 
One prominent manufacturer made the 
statement that within the past year he 
had commenced no less than _ thirty 
suits for the infringement of his labels, 
and that the expense of the litigation 
was many times the total stamp tax 
that would be paid during the same 
period. This manufacturer added that 
che guarantee which the Government 
thus gave under individual proprietary 
stamps was worth much more than it 
cost the manufacturer, and that the 
proprietary medicine men would be the 
last to urge the repeal of the present 
law. 

The manufacturers of certain kinds of 
wines which have a _ semi-medicinal 
character without being intended ex- 
clusively for medicinal use are endeav- 
oring to secure a ruling fiom the de- 
partment in the line of that made by 
the British Board of Inland Revenue. 
This ruling is in substance as follows: 

“Whether medicated wines, i. @, 
Wines to which a medicinal drug has 
been added, are liable to duty or not de- 
pends, in the first place, upon the ex- 
tent to which the flavor of the wine 
has been altered by the admixture of a 
diug. Wine so slightly flavored as not 
to be unfitted for uses as a beverage 
can only be sold by persons holding the 
proper licenses for the sale of wine or 
sweets, and such a preparation is not 
to be considered to be a chemical or of- 
ficinal preparation, and is not charge- 
able with duty, and chemists would not 
escape prosecutions for excise penalties 
by selling it under cover of a medicine 
stamp. To this class belong several 
kinds of cocoa wine containing half a 
grain of cocaine or less to the fluid 
ounce, orange quinine wine containing

The Phar- 
macop@ia preparation may sold 
without an excise license, and may be 
held out proprietary medicine as 
‘prepared in accordance with the Brit- 
ish Pharmacopeia,’ without being made 
liable to stamp duty. Example: ‘Smith's 
Quinine Wine. Prepared according to 
the British Pharmacopeia. This is the 
most efficacious and agreeable way in 
which quinine can be administered, and 
will be found useful in all cases in 
which a tonic is required.’ Is not liable 
to duty. 

Containing less than the Pharmaco- 
peeia strengths of quinine, the wine is 
not regarded as a medicine at all; con- 
taining more than that strength, it is 
liable to medicine stamp duty if held 
out as proprietary or recommended; 
and if of the Pharmacopeeia strength, it 
is liable to duty if recommended, or if 
held out as a proprietary medicine 
without the accompanying statement 
as above. This rule applies to the other 
preparations of wine in the Pharmaco- 
peia, ‘Smith's Quinine Wine. An ef- 
ficient tonic for general purposes, and 
especially applicable in tic doulourreux 
and nervous debility,” would be ren- 
dered liable to duty either by the claims

Under the above ruling a large num- 
ber of so-called medicinal wines would 
be liable only to the tax of one cent 
per pint, while those unfit for bever- 
ages by reason of the amount of medi- 
cinal agent contained therein, would be 
liable to the full medicinal tax. The 
desired ruling in this case will doubt- 
less evoke a protest from the  pro- 
prietors of medicinal wines, who claim 
that the term “wine” isa more 
accurate description of their product 
than the term ‘‘medicine,’’ and hence 
that, as the revenue act provides 
specifically for wines, their goods 
should be stamped as such, and not at 
the higher rate provided for medicines,

Although current wants of consump- 
tion are light as usual at this time of 
the year the outlook for the fall trade 
is held to be unusually encouraging and 
a very steady feeling prevails in all 
lines. In white lead a very brisk busi- 
ness for delivery over the balance of 
the year has been reported. In colors 
no material increase in business is re- 
ported, but there is more inquiry for 
forward and the outlook for the fall 
trade is held to be more promising than 
for many years past. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—The “boom” which 
struck Wall Street several weeks ago is 
beginning to be reflected in the paint 
and other kindred trades in the in- 
crased demand for stocks to be deliv- 
ered over the balance of the year. Gen- 
erally the paint trade is the last to feel 
the effects of a general improvement in 
trade, but owing to the gradual advanc- 
ing pig lead and a better feeling in the 
linseed oil market, buyers have in many 
instances anticipated their fall require- 
ments by increasing their contract de- 
liveries for both dry and lead in oil. 
The general opinion of the trade is that 
there will be an active fall trade which 
has already developed in the West 
much earlier than usual and is making 
good progress ‘» this section. Dry lead 
is fairly active both for prompt and 
forward delivery at current prices, with 
now and then a single car lot from out- 
side makers at a shade under regular 
ist prices. As noted above, contract 
deliveries of lead in oil are very satis- 
factory for this period of the year, con- 
sidering the weather which has pre- 
vailed for the past few weeks, which 
has to some extent stopped all outdoor 
work, There is, however, considerable 
indoor work being done in this section 
which consumes in the aggregate a 
large amount of lead in oil. There is 
no change in foreigh makes, which are 
held steady at 84%@8%éc. for the old es- 
tablished brands and 74@7%c. for those 
not so well known, as to make and size 
of the order. The price list issued by 
various corroders is as follows: In lots 
of less than 500 Ibs., 6%4c. net; in lots of 
500 Ibs. and over, 5%c. net; dry white 
lead in bbls., %c. per Ib, less than prices 
in kegs.

Ger- 
man is in better request for early fall 
delivery at 8%c. for round lots and at 
8%@8%c. for jobbing spot parcels, as to 
brand and seller. English is without 
special feature, though rather more in- 
quiry is reported for forward delivery 
Prices remain steady at 8%4@8éc., as to 
brand, quantity and seller.

Rulings as to Proprietary Stamps. 


Washington, Aug. 26, 1898. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue has prepared a comprehensive cir- 
cular of information concerning the 
printing, use, cancelation, etc., of pro- 
prietary stamps, to which he has ap- 
pended several ruling intended to 
answer numerous inquiries that have 
recently reached the bureau. From ad- 
vance sheets the Reporter’s correspond- 
ent is able to quote the text of the 
circular, as follows: 

“Under authority conferred upon the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
Section 25 of said act, the following 
adhesive stamps have been prepared: 

“Documentary Stamps.—Schedule A— 
%-cent, 1-cent, 2-cent, 3-cent, 4-cent, 
5-cent, 10-cent, 25-cent, 40-cent, 50-cent. 
80-cent, $1, $3, $5, $10 and $50. 

“Proprietary Stamps.—Schedule B— 
\%y-cent, %4-cent, %-cent, %-cent, 1-cent, 
1%-cent, 1%-cent, 2-cent, 2%-cent, 
3%-cent, 4-cent and 5-cent. 

“All of the above stamps may be pur- 
chased from collectors and deputy col- 
lectors of internal revenue, and from 
bankers, merchants and others keeping 
them for sale, 

“When purchased from collectors or 
their deputies to the amount of $100 
face value at one time, whether for use 
or resale, a discount of 1 per cent. will 
be made.

One Marshall of Philadelphia.

BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 

For the past three weeks I have been 
traveling through a vast chemical la- 
boratory of the gods. I have ridden 
over miles of plains covered with salt, 
have visited lakes of the whitest borax, 
have wound in and out among moun- 
tains rich in tin, copper and silver, and 
now write almost in the midst of the 
vast nitrate fields of Chili like unto 
which there is nothing on the face of 
the earth. 

After leaving Oruro we entered the 
salt plains oof Bolivia. These are of 
vast extent, lining the road for hun- 
dreds of miles. In fact, there are but 
few places between Oruro and the sea 
where the ground is not more or less 
mixed with salt, and in some districts it 
covers the land like a sheet of dirty 
white snow. Along some parts of the 
line it looks hard and icy, and you 
feel like jumping off the cars for a 
skate. At others it lies in gullies and 
again it only sprinkles the ground and 
a ragged growth of scrubby vegetation 
struggles up through it, The road runs 
for nearly the whole of its length 
through a desert valley, and this salt 
reaches away on each side to the hills. 
Here and there along the road are 
lakes upon which seem to be floating 
great cakes of ice. The cakes are not 
ice, however. They are borax, and in 
the great borax lake of Ascotan. Bo- 
livia, there is enough borax to wash the 
heads of all humanity. This lake has, 
it is estimated, more than 100,000 tons 
of pure borax ready to be shipped to 
the markets of the world. I saw it on 
my left as I rode over the railroad on 
the way to the coast. It is about six 
miles square, and the borax in it lies 
in great masses, which, when taken out 
look for all the world like the finest af 
pure white spun silk wadded up or 
woven into lumps. The stuff is borate 
of Iime, and is not so good, I am told, 
as the borax that comes from similar 
lakes in California, Still it is of con- 
siderable value, for the lake has just 
been sold to a syndicate of Germans for 
£90,000. 

This lake, however, is not a drop in 
the ocean compared with the enormous 
value of the nitrate fields through 
which I crossed as I neared the Pacific. 
These fields extend north and south 
through this part of Chili for a distance 
ef more than 300 miles, and their prod- 
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uct is so valuable that they almost pave 
the desert of Chill with gold. They 
have produced millions upon millions of 









tons of nitrate of soda, and it is esti- | 


mated that more than 1,200,000 tons of 

nitrate will be shipped from them this 
) year. The value of these nitrate de- 
\ posits runs high into the millions of dol- 
lars. When they were in the hands of 
the Peruvians they were rich, and now 
that they belong to Chili as a result of 
her war with Peru, she gets more than 
half her revenue from the export duty 
which she collects from them. The 
working of the fields is in the hands of 
foreigners, and more than $100,000,000 
worth of English capital is invested in 
the great oficinas, or factories, by 
means of which the nitrate is taken 
from the earth and prepared for the 
markets of the world. Vast fortunes 










































have been made out of these nitrate 
fields. I met in England some years 
ago the late Col. North, the nitrate 


king, and visited him at his magnifi- 
cent country place at Eltham, near Lon- 
don. He lived there like a prince, and 
was at the time fairly rolling in wealth. 
All of his money was made in this re- 
gion, and the champagne which we had 
at dinner, though its taste showed no 
evidence of the fact, was effervescent 
with nitrate of soda. The nitrate which 
the United States imported from this 
Iquipue district alone in 1897 cost more 
that $3,000,000 gold, and the amount was 
more than 234,000,000 pounds, The great- 
er part of this has gone into the making 
of powder and high explosives, and 
much of it has already been used in the 
war with Spain. Another part of it has 
been sold as fertilizers and is now en- 
riching the soil of American farms. It 
is as a fertilizer that the chief demand 
for the nitrate comes, the bulk of the 
product going to Germany, where it is 
used in the growing of the sugar beet. 
Just now, however, the nitrate business 
is not as prosperous as it has been. A 
number of the factories are idle and the 
markets are overstocked. 

My first view of the nitrate fields was 
on the railroad going to Antofagasia. 
The deposits in that part of Chili, how- 
ever, are not so good as those further 
north, and I have taken ship and come 
to Iquique, which is the chief shipping 
port of the best nitrate fields in the 
world. I have traveled from here to 
some of the richest fields and have 
spent a day at the great nitrate olicina 
of the Agua Santa Company, which 
has a capital of $3,000,000, and which 
produces millions of pounds of nitrate 
a month, But before I describe the 
method of getting this product out of 
the earth, let me show you where these 
wonderful fields are. In the first place, 
the word fields is misleading, It con- 
veys the idea of fences and fixed 
boundaries, The nitrate fields are 
scattered over the desert, and their 
only boundaries are white posts at the 
corners of the different properties, Out- 
side of these there are no marks. 
There is not enough waste wood in the 
whole desert to make a line fence 
about a city lot. There is not a blade 
of grass, and with the exception of 
here and there a scrubby tree, all is 
bare, gray, desolate sand, with here 
and there a glint of white where the 
salt rock has caught the rays of the 
sun. There are few more barren places 
in the world than the Chilian desert. 
The coasts of the upper part of the 
country are as bleak as the most bar- 
ren parts of the Rocky Mountains, and 
the sand and rock extend inland al- 
most to the tops of the Andes, Along 
the coast there Is a low range of foot 
hills rising in places to the height of a 
mile and more above the sea. Beyond 
this there is a rolling valley which runs 
from north to south, and on the other 
side of this valley the foot hills of the 
Andes begin. It is along the western 
edge of this valley that the nitrate is 
found. In some places it is not more 
than fifteen miles and in others as far 
as ninety miles from the sea, but the 
deposits all lie along the western edge 
of the valley, forming a strip of an 
average width of about a mile and 
running irregularly, as I have said, 
from north to south for a distance of 
more than 300 miles. In some places 
the deposit is four miles wide, and in 
others it plays out altogether and crops 
out some distance further on, In some 
fields the nitrate rock lies on the top 
of the ground. 
from thirty to forty feet below the sur- 
face, with a strata of salt rock on top 
of it. The nitrate itself is seldom 
found pure in nature, though much of 
the rock contains from 40 to 60 per cent, 
of nitrate, The Antofagasta rock does 
not contain more than 14 per cent. of 
nitrate, and other fields vary with the 
nature of the deposit, It is the getting 
the nitrate rock of the earth and the

tober below 32c., though one crusher 
offered a limited quantity at 21%c. for 
September, and 321%c. for October. 
There has been a good demand for city 
oll, and several orders for round lots 
for September-November delivery have 
been turned down at 33c., crushers de- 
clining to sell only a limited quantity 
for September. The indications at the 
close were that should seed continue on 
its upward course a further advance in 
prices not at all unlikely to occur 
early in the week. The large Western 
crushers are quoting 35c. for bbls. and 
338c. for bulk; this slmply means that 
they are out of the market at present. 
At the close an offer of 33c. for 2,000 
bbls. for September and October was 
turned down for city, and 82c. for 1,200 
bbls. per month for balance of the year 
for Western or State oil.

of ic. for old prime yellow. New crop 
summer yellow is freely offered for Oc- 
tober-December at 22%c., but only a 
limited quantity could be marketed at 
2 The general impression is that the 
mill who accepts the situation and fol- 
lows the market this season and sells 
its products will be ahead of the 
game rather than try to make 
a market by holding its oil. Un- 
less some unforeseen mishap comes 
along the outlook for the balance 
of the year is for larger stocks of 
all kinds of provisions and big crops, 
which naturally will have a tendency 
to depress not only values, but cause a 
dull and unsettled market for the bal- 
ance of the year. While it is possible 
that before new oil may come on the 
market a slight advance in prices may 
be inaugurated as the quality of the 
first run of new oil Is likely to be far 
from prime quality. There are some in 
the trade who predict that the new 
season for refined oil will open around 
21c., with a possibility of it reaching 
20c. At first we might dispute this 
prophecy, but when we remember how 
often we have been left on the lard sit- 
uation since the war began, we are 
prepared for any surprises that may be 
sprung upon us in the future regarding 
cotton oil. Late advices from Europe 
report dull markets, with plenty of 
stocks in sight to meet present require- 
ments. They apparently are indifferent 
about the future. At a pinch, however, 
they are willing to anticipate the fu- 
ture, but prices must be low to tempt 
them. As it is exporters are talking 
214%ec. for October. There are more or 
less reports regarding the damage to 
the crop, but from all that we can 
gather, it will be several weeks later 
than usual, but a big erop is assured.

Bronzes from Metallic Oxides. 


As a rule, bronzes for decorative pur- 
poses are produced in the shape of fine- 
ly powdered metals or meltillic alloys. 
By the following methods handsome- 
ly colored bronzes can b_ obtained 
from metallic oxides and sol.itions: 

White Bronze.—Chemically jwre zinc 
sulphate, free from iron, is ;:ubjected 
for some time to ‘calcinatio: in an 
earthern retort. 

Silver Bronze.—Mix one kilo of con- 
centrated solution of zinc sulph:te with 
thirty grammes of cobalt nit ite, 30 
grammes of nickel nitrate and 10 to 15 
grammes of copper nitrate, all in gso- 
lution of 15 to 16 degrees B. density,

Elemi, 


Various varieties of elemi occur in 
commerce which are all characteristic 
by a fennel-like odor. In a fresh condi- 
tion the gum is soft and tough; older 
gum forms pieces of irregular shape, 
which are soft inside, but harder on the 
outside, and can be kneaded in _ the 
hand. They melt below the boiling point 
of water. The taste of the elemi gum is 
aromatic; in cold alcohol the gum is 
partly soluble; in boiling spirit of wine 
and in chloroform it is entirely soluble. 
Wiesner distinguishes balsamic and 
rigid elemi gums. The former are of a 
greenish color and translucent, the lat- 
ter are dirty yellow to brown and little 
translucent. 
leaves or pressed into bamboo cane, the 
latter are found in the market as large 
pieces covered with a white dust. Ac- 
cording to Wiesner the elemi gum is 
specially cnaracteristic in its micro- 
scopic behaviour. If some chips are 
treated with alcohol under the micro- 
scope, an abundance of crystals in the 
shape of needles or prisms are seen. A 
chip of the gum lying in water or oil 
appears upon examination in polarized 
light to be composed for the most part 
of double refractive substance. 

According to origin the following va- 
rieties are distinguished in commerce: 
(1) The African elemi, from the Somali 
land, almost entirely unknown, (2) The 
American elemi, of which are distin- 
guished Brazilian and West Indian ele- 
mi. The former possesses a strong 
odor and forms yellowish-white to pale 
yellow masses, the latter forms solid 
dark, lemon-colored pieces of wax-like 
gloss, with a somewhat greenish hue 
and containing impurities in the shape 
of portions of bark. (3) East Inidan 
elemi, constituting heavy, yellow, 
greenish or brownish gum masses, in- 
termixed with white particles. This va- 
riety comes wrapped in palm _ leaves 
and is impure, containing pieces of 
bark. (4) Philippine or Manila elemi. 
This variety occurs principally in com- 
merce and forms dry translucent pieces, 


pale lemon-colored on the outside, white | 


inside and dull in fracture. Chief mar- 
ket for this elemi is Luzon, a Philippine 
island.—Farben Zeitung.

Novel Method of Preparing Amber 
Lacquer. 


In the present method of manufac- 
ture of amber lacquer, says D. Drog. 
Ztg., the amber is melted at a high de- 
gree of heat and worked into lacquer 
with an addition of varnish and turpen- 
tine. This method, however, labors 
under the great disadvantage that the 
amber decomposes in part, losing all its 
oil and part of the succinic acid it con- 
tains, by which are lost all the charac- 
teristics that make it peculiarly well 
adapted for the manufacture of the 
best lacquers. It is desirable, therefore, 
and In this consists the essence of the 
raw invention, to work the amber in 
such a way that it is dissolved without 
any decomposition whatever, as its oil 
is fatter than all others utllized in the 
manufacture of lacquer,* whereby, 

The amber is in an edge mill ground 
into dust, and then mixed most inti- 
mately with one-third of its weight of 
stearic acid. The edge mill is next 
heated only to the degree to convert

the powdered mixture into a sticky, 
tough dough, for which reason the stir- 
ring of the mass should continue with- 
out interruption. It has been demon- 
strated that the stearic acid possesses 
the property of swelling the amber at 
gentle heat and to partly dissolve It. 
The uniform tough dough is then heated 
in a steam-heated kettle under constant 
stirring with one-third its weight of 


benzine, taking care that the volatiliz- 
ing benzine will condense again when it 
is conducted back Into the kettle. The 
mass has dissolved after about two 
hours, and then one-half of its weight 
of boiled linseed oil is added, Air is 
next passed through this fairly turbid 
mass, until experiments show that the 
formed lacquer will dry rapidly into an 


adhesive coating. 

The mass is then permitted to clarify, 
after which the usual colors (earthy 
colors, metallic oxides, ete.,) are added, 
and the lacquer is ready for use. 
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The Botany of Kino 


BY JOHN R. JACKSON, A.L.S., &C 


Of late years a good deal of attention 
has been given to the subject of the 
supply of kino A resume of the mat- 
ter by Messrs. Will & Branch’s “Re- 
port on Some Kinos” has already ap- 
peared. With these papers before us 
there is but little more to be said either 
on the points of production or on the 
character and composition of the resins 
themselves. In connection with the 
subject of the scarcity of Malabar kino 
and the prospect of the development of 
other sources, ii may be well to draw 
attention to a few facts with regard to 
its botanical origin. As is often the 
case with vegetable products, we find 
them to be the exclusive production of 


certain natural orders. Thus, in rub- 
ber producing plants, we have not 
hitherto found them to exist outside the 
natural orders Euphorbiaceoe, Urti- 


caceoe and Apocynacevoe, except in such 
small quantities as to exclude them 
from ever becoming sources of commer- 
cial supply. Again, with guttapercha, 
Sapotaceve ihe only natural order 
which yields this or analogous sub- 
stances. So with kino, the species of 
poate and Butea belong to the 
Leguminosoe, and the Eucalyptus 

Myrtaceoe, thus indicating that any de- 
velopment of new sources is probably 
to be found in plants belonging to these 
families. At the same time, it is not 
impossible that similar juices may 
formed in other plants, and attention 
might be directed by travelers in new 
countries to such juices, especially 
when occurring in plants that are 
known to possess astringent properties, 
One such occurs to us in a polygona-

ceous plant, Coccoloba uvifera, a na- 
tive of the West Indies, where it is 
called “seaside grape.” The fleshy 


fruits are agreeably acid, and are eaten 
with sugar. They are considered anti- 
dysenteric and astringent. The wood, 
which is hard, heavy ,and finely veined, 
contains a red astringent juice, which, 
upon inspissation, forms a kind of kino; 
but, though the plant in question pos- 
sesses these properties, little seems to 
be known out of its native country as 
to the real value of its kino or of the 
quantity likely to be obtained from it. 
But to revert to the genus Pterocarpus, 
from which officinal kino is obtained, it 
is not impossible that other species may 
be found to yield a similar juice, and 
we would recommend that special at- 
tention with this view be directed to 
them. The species may be easily 
recognized by the winged fruit, which 
our illustration of P. Marsupium in- 
dicates. This engraving is of interest 
as being made from the fruit of one 
of the trees from which the kinos re- 
ported upon in this journal were ac- 
tually made.—Chemist and Druggist.

Reports from the producing districts 
indicate an increasing interest on the 
part of producers, their operations be- 
ing stimulated by the advance of 
crude to the dollar mark and what 
they believe to be favorable prospects 
for a further advance. At the time the 
last pipe line reports were made public 
it was regarded certain that oil would 
rgach the dollar mark, and produc- 
ers lost no time in pushing new devel- 
opment work. Many new locations 
were made and an increased proportion 
of these may be regarded as wildcats. 
Yerritory known to be within a pro- 
ductive area is already under lease in 
the older sections, and with the ad- 
vance in price of oil there is always a 
desire to lease untried sections in the 
hope of striking a new pool or of estab- 
lishing an extension. The production 
already shows increase, but it is doubt- 
ful if it can be brought up to equal the 
deliveries unless a new pool or field is 
discovered. In the Ohio and Indiana 
fields several wells of large caliber have 
been brought in, and the main depend- 
ence for an increased output of oil is 
upon those States. The requirements 
for export may now be expected to in- 
crease, as will also the demand for 
home consumption, and the outlook is 
certainly favorable to the producer. 
Speculative interest was whetted for a 
few days on the Western exchanges, 
but trading in certificates has not been 
important and the quotations have not 
varied greatly from the prices paid for 
credit balances by the purchasing agen- 
cies, 





Refined and Products. 


The requirements for refined for ex- 
port appear to be almost exclusively for 
bulk shipment, there being very few 
inquiries for barreled oil. The foreign 
needs,. however, continue large and 
may be expected to increase still fur- 
ther, notwithstanding the higher prices 
ruling, it being hardly possible that the 
price will reach a figure to check ex- 
ports. The engagements for the week 
amount to about 200,000 bbls., all for 
bulk shipment. The price of barreled 
oil has been steady at 6.50c. for New 
York loading and €.45c. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign markets 
are firm. Quotations to-day by cable 
were: Antwerp, 17%f.; Bremen, 6.45m.;

Phosphate Industry in 1897. 


Washington, Aug. 26, 1898. 
The United States Geological Survey 
has completed its annual report upon 
the phosphate industry of the United 
States for 1897, which is of special value 
this year, embracing as it does the re- 
sults of two investigations undertaken 
by the survey into the operations of the 
land and river pebble phosphate min- 
ing of the Florida region and the phos- 
phate rock deposits of Tennessee. 
“The total quantity of phosphate 
rock in the United States,’’ says the 
report, “has been practically without 
considerable variation since 1893. In 
that year the total product was 941,- 
368 long tons, and was fairly evenly di- 
vided between Florida and South Car- 
lina. Im 1897 the total product was 
1,039,345 long tons, and divided between 
Florida, South Carolina and Tennessee. 
The proportion from Florida had 
gained about one-quarter, from 438,804 
long tons in 1893 to 552,342 long tons in 
1897. Tennessee and South Carolina 
produced together about as much as 
had been furnished by South Carolina 
alone in previous years. Thus in 1897 
the total product from South Carolina 
was 258,280 long tong, and Tennessee 
furnished 128,723. The most significant 
changes in the industry, aside from 
this extension of the productive field 
to include the important deposits of 
Maury County, Tennessee, has been the 
great decrease in the nrice. Thus while 
the total quantity was a few tons larger 
than in any previous year, its total 
value was less than in any of the re- 
cent years.

“During 1897 the continued and severe 
depression in price was most disastrous 
to the Florida high grade rock in- 
dustry. Of the companies in existence 
on January 1, 1897, a very considerable 
number disappeared during the year, 
having completely abandoned all oper- 
ations, either owing to exhaustion of 
deposits or to the exhaustion of funds 
through losses incurred in operation, 
Over one-half of the mines or pits that 
had been opened since the commence- 
ment of the industry in 1890 are now 
exhausted and abandoned. Of the 252 
corporations or individuals who organ- 
ized to engage in high rock mining in 
Florida since the commencement of the 
industry to December 31, 1897, 28 cor- 
porations or individuals were actively 
operating high grade rock mines in 
Florida on the latter date; 41 companies 
were organized for mining purposes, 
but failed before mining operations 
were commenced, and 183 commenced 
mining worked for a time, but being 
financially unsuccessful abandoned op- 
erations. Of the above 188 who attempt- 
ed mining, 135 have abandoned opera- 
tions in consequence of the exhaustion 
of their mines of pits, 

“The improved conditions of phos- 
phate mining in the pebble region are 
shown in the following report by a spe- 
eial agent of the survey: 

LAND PEBBLE MINING. 

“While no radical change has been 
made in the system of mining and mill- 
ing, there has been a marked improve- 
ment in general methods—the miners 
being forced by low prices of phosphate 
to a more perfect system of raising and 
preparing their prodtct. Considerable 
improvements have been made in the 
construction of centrifugal pumps, and 
a pump has been evolved that answers 
every requirement of the work. A com-

This hose 
wears well and readily stands hydraulic 
pressure of 150 to 175 pounds. The adop- 
tion of compound condensing pumps 
will be another step in the direction of 
economy, and probably the coming year 
may see some advance along this line, 
as the question of fuel economy is daily 
becoming more urgent. 

“The adoption of a furnace in connec- 
tion with the rotary dryer, in which the 
pebble passes down an inclined plane in 
direct contact with the flame, is a nota- 
bl eimprovement. The rotary dryer is 


raised to a height of 12 to 15 feet, a fur- | 


nace is canstructed at end of cylinder 
and so arranged that the material, after 
passing through the cylinder, runs 
down a slope 14 feet in length, backed 
with a special fire tile, the furnace 
is so constructed that the full force 
of the flame passes up the incline and 
as the pebble passes down it is sub- 
jected to an intense heat. These dryers 
also have greater capacity and are 
much more economical than the original 
cylinder dryer without improved fur- 
nace. There were in all twenty-two 
plants constructed for land pebble min- 
ing. Of these, a number were built 
prior to the Introduction of the hy- 
draulic mining system, and their meth- 
ods of mining proved a failure. In oth- 
er cases plants were erected on deposits 
that were not workable, either from 
lack of quantity or inferior quality, and 
others were simply wildcat specula- 
tions. At present there are four land 
pebble mining companies in operation. 
RIVER PEBBLE MINING. 

“The Peace River mining territory is 
now controlled by the Peace River Con- 
solidated Phosphate Company. This 
company owns its own railroad (twen- 
ty-five miles in length), terminals, light- 
er tugs, ete., for transportation from its 
mines to alongside vessels at Boca 
Grande. 

“The same general system of mining 
is pursued as formerly, only the mining 
is carried on in the swamp adjoining 
the river course, the pebble in the river 
bed proper being exhausted. The cost 
of river pebble has been reduced to a 
minimum, first, by the company con- 
trolling its own transportation; second, 
by the perfect system of handling the 
pebble. Stations known as hoists are 
located at points along the river con- 
venient to the mining. The pebble is 
pumped up by the dredges and loaded 
on lighters; these lighters are unloaded 
at the hoists by elevators and the peb- 
ble transferred to cars, and in these 
cars transported to the central drying 
plant. The plant is so arranged that 
cars dump directly into the wet bin; 
from this in it passes on to the dryers, 
and thence into the dry-storage bins. 
The dry bins are elevated to a conven- 
ient height for specially constructed 
cars to run under these bins, and the 
pebble is loaded into these cars and 
transported to the lighters and thence 
to the vessels, 

“The labor item is reduced to a mini- 
mum, the pebble being handled by ma- 
chinery. The improved furnace in con- 
nection with the rotary dryer before de- 
scribed was first used by the river min- 
ers, and they have continued its use in 
the most improved form. 

“River mining in the Alafia River has 
entirely ceased. 

“The development of the industry in 
Tennessee, and especially of the new 
Maury county district, is shown in the 
following report by a special agent: 

THE MT. PLEASANT DISTRICT. 

“In considering this subject it seems 
best to take up the three distinct and 
separate fields in the order of their rel- 
ative importance. The Mt. Pleasant 
field, therefore, first engages our atten- 
tion. The existence of valuable depos- 
its in this district was first discovered 
by 8. Q. Weatherly of Palestine, Lewis 
county, in January, 1896. For business 
reasons no effort was made at that time 
to develop them, but about July 15 of 
that year work was begun in mining, 
and has since that time steadily pro- 
gressed. The first mining was done in 
the town of Mt. Pleasant, which has 
given its name to the field. This place 
is in Maury county, eleven miles south- 
west of the county seat, Columbia, on 
the Nashville, Florence & Sheffield Rail- 
road, a branch of the Louisville & 
Nashville system. Although it lies in 
one edge of the field, it is the center of 
operations in the district. The field it- 
self is about four by six miles in extent 
with the long diameter approximately 
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perpendicular to the line of the railway. 
It probably does not extend more than 
a mile to the west of the railway, and 
about five miles to the east of it. Ex- 
cept where erosion, in the valleys of the 
branches and creeks, has reduced the 
level of the country below the phos- 
phate horizon, practically all this area 


is underlaid by phosphate deposits of | 
varying thickness and degrees of rich- | 


ness. 


“Tt is hardly to be doubted that the 
origin of all the phosphate of the Mt. 


Pleasant district, with the single excep- | 
tion, es in the leaching of certain high- | 


ly phosphatic limestone, This leaching 
has come from the long-continuedaction 
of atmospheric waters sinking through 
the soil, dissolving and carrying away 
the comparatively soluble calcium car- 


bonate and leaving behind the less sol- | 


uble phosphate. This, however, does 


not account for the origin of what is | 


known as ‘hard rock.’ This has ‘been, 
so far as yet known, found only at one 
point, in very small amount, and inter- 
esting, in the main, only from a geologic 
standpoint. It is of as close a texture 


as the oolitic Devonia prosphate, is a | 


light cream in color, showing in the 
mass rose-colored streaks and concen- 
tric rose-colored circles several inches 


apart, at the centre of which is a mass |

ly comparatively small. 
clearly indicates that the whole rock 
was originally blue, of exactly the char- 
acter of the central mass, and that the

deposit was derived, modified in chem- 
ical character by very local conditions 
as yet unaccounted for. 

“The phosphatic limestone is usually 
slaty-blue in color, and granular and 
firm in texture, containing nearly 50 
per cent. of phosphate of lime. The 
solor is probably due to organic matter, 


and on weathering changes first to a | 


light pearl-gray and then to a dirty 
light-brown or gray. Its origin is dif- 
ficult to account for, as it seems to be 
essentially a local change in the char- 
acter of the phosphate stratum, which 
is found wherever the Capitol limestone 
occurs throughout Middle Tennessee, 
but is usually of very different charac- 
ter. Information on this subject is 
needed, and there is an opportunity for 
some good work in ascertaining the 
cause of the changes in this stratum as 
well as in that of the Devonian phos- 
phate; it is probable that the same 
causes operated for each. Although of 
such wide distribution, only at a very 
few points outside the Mount Pleasant 
district is the phosphate stratum of 
sufficiently high grade to justify min- 
ing. This means that the rock must 
contain not less than 70 per cent. phos- 
phate of lime, and of lower grade ma- 
terial, particularly of less than 60 per 
cent. rock, there is an enormous amount 
throughout this region. The rock loses

“For all practical purposes, as men- 
tioned above, it may be considered that 
there is only one variety of Mount 
Pleasant rock. This rock is in color 
grayish, or reddish brown to creamy 
white, very porous, soft and light, and 
oecurs in plates of varying thickness 
and size, but rarely more than a few 
hundred pounds in weight. These plates 
are packed closely together’ into 
stratum resembling a loosely built wall 
of dry masonry. This follows more or 
less closely the contour of the sur- 
face, but is not always of the same 
thickness, changes in the limestone bot- 
tom, or, rather, differences of weath- 
ering in the original limestone—or mod- 
ifying this characteristic. A cubie 
yard of rock in the bank yields about 
1,400 pounds of merchantable rock. The 
overburden consists only of loose earth 
and fully disintegrated phosphate, and

METHODS OF MINING, 

“All mining is done by hand work, ma- 
chinery being impracticable, and is allt 
open-cut work. The procedure may be 
said to be that the ground having first 
been thoroughly prospected, and, after 
laying off or erecting mills (if one is 
built), dry-sheds, tramtracks, etc., ac- 
tual mining operations are begun by 
stiipping the overburden for, say, 100 
feet back from the outcrop, or from the 
main tram-track, as the case may be. 
This may be done by hand, but scrapers 
are preferable. The mining force then 
works, with only picks and crowbars, 
} until a long working face is established. 
| This gives room for the economical em- 
ployment of a large force, if so desired. 





The mining practice and that of the 
preparation of the rock for market 
varies somewhat among the different 


mines, and is as yet in a measure 
tentative, but that of one of the best- 
equipped plants in the field is as fol- 
lows: As the face is advanced, spurs 


from the main tram-track keep pace 
with it, the car being pushed right 


against the face, leaving room only for 
the miner to work. No blasting is 
necessary, except occasionally to re- 
move a limestone ‘chimney’ in extend- 
ing track, the 1ock yielding easily to 
assaults upon it with the pick and crow- 
The rock as mined is divided into 
two classes, ‘lump’ and ‘muck.’ The 
former goes directiy to the dry-kilns 
and the latter, consisting of the smaller 
pieces of rock ‘spalls,’ is trammed to 
a washer, where a powe'ful stream of 
' water from a ‘hydraulic’ is turned on

| it, washing out and through a screen 
the earth and finest material. What 
fails to pass this screen is then elevated 
and passed over a screen with 2%-inch 
mesh. The screenings fiom this are 
carried (in turns) to a special kiln, and 
dried. That larger than 2% inches goes 
to the same kiln as the ‘lump.’ These 
kilns are built under a shed, and are on 
a lower level than the mine _ tracks. 
The latter being extended into the top 
of the shed, serve to allow of the cars 
loaded with mine rock being run in 
above the kilns and dumped, obviating 
one handling. The kilns themselves are 
essentially the same as are used in 
Florida for drying ‘hard-rock,’ being 
simply a pile of cord-wood constructed 
in the desired shape, upon which the 
rock is dumped. No machine-dryers 
have heretofore been used. The dry- 
sheds are built large enough to ac- 
commodate several kilns, so that min- 
ing operations may not be interrupted. 
The kiins, of course, may be of any de- 
sired size, but the average kiln in the 
field contains about 300 tons. The com- 
plete burning of the wood takes about 
twenty-four hours, and sixty hours 
after firing the rock is ready to draw. 
It is then conveyed to the crusher, the 
top of which is on a level with the 
floor of the kiins. Here it is reduced 

to about a four-inch size, and goes 
next to a series of screens, into which 
also the ‘muck’ less than 2% inches is 
passed. By a system of sizing, and re- 
ctushing a portion of the material, the 
rock is divided into three grades, The 
| three-inch and above is the highest 
grade, containing lowest iron and 
| alumina, and highest bone-phosphate. 
Between three inches and three-fourths 
| inch is the next grade, and all below 
is ground and sacked, being sold to 
small fertilizer companies, or to the 
| farmer, for direct application. This 
| system of preparation is based upon 
| the higher quality of the ‘lump’ men- 
tioned below (see chemistry). It saves 
the small material ‘spalis,’ etc., which 
might otherwise be lost, and, making 
use of all the rock, is economical. No 
cleaning with logwashers, etc., is now 
,; done in the field, although an experi- 
mental plant for this purpose is now in 
course of erection by Messrs, Cajot et 
Cie. Those mines not equipped with a 
mill building simply dry the rock in 
kilns, break to the required size with 
hammers, and either screen it or de- 
pend upon the handling once or twice 
| With ballast forks to cleanse it. 


“The Mt. Pleasant phosphate contains 
no unusual ingredients, nor does it dif- 
fer essentially in chemical composition 
from other high-grade rock phosphates 
of the world. It is, however, distin- 
guished from the blue-rock of Tennes- 
(Devonian of the Swan Creek re- 

gion) by its higher content of bone 
| phosphate and iron and alumina, and 
| by containing no pyrite. The iron and

alumina are present in about equal 
proportions, and seem to exist, not as 
; phosphates, but as oxides or silicates. 
The fact that the larger pieces of rock, 
| which show a comparatively small sur- 
| face in comparison with their cubie con- 
tents, contain comparatively little iror 
| and alumina, would seem to point to a 
lerivation of these materials from the 
surface soil, through suspension in he: 
circulating waters.

Capital, 5,000,000 
rancs. Head officfe, 83 Rue de Riche- 
lieu, Paris. Mines about two miles 
northeast of Mt. Pleasant at Solita, 
where work has just been begun by 
them and where they have only tram 
tracks by way of improvements. Ca- 
pacity will be about 30,000 tons. 


“J. H. Carpenter & Co. Mines about 
three miles northeast of Mt. Pleasant 
at Solita. Improvements consist of 3,000 
feet of broad guage railway track, from 
mines to railway main line, dry sheds, 
shops, track scales and trams to fully 


equip mine. Capacity is about 30,000 
tons. 
“J. R. Bryan & Co. Head office at 


Mt. Pleasant. Mines about a mile north- 
east of Mt. Pleasant. Improvements 
consist of several hundred feet of rail- 
way track, dry sheds, etc. 


“Alphonse Cajot & Co. Head office 
at 42 Rue des Chaussees d’Austin, 
Paris. American office at Mt. Pleasant. 


Capital stock (paid up), 1,300,000 francs. 
Mines are about two miles east of Mt. 
Pleasant, and _ elsewhere. Improve- 
ments are in course of erection, and 
consist of washer, Delplace dryer, etc. 
This plant is in a measure experiment- 
al. Capacity is expected to be 40,000— 
50,000 tons per annum. 


“Blk Mineral Co. Are not miners, but 
handle ground rock. Output during 1898 
about 10,000 tons. 

“Blue Grass Phosphate Co. Head of- 
fice, Nashville, Tenn. Improvements 
consist of dry sheds, tram tracks, etc. 
Mines on eastern edge of town of Mt. 
Pleasant. 

“J. W. Harder & Co. Offices at Mt. 
Pleasant. Mines are about a mile east 
of the village. 

“These are the principal producers. 
There are a few miners who do a small 
business, selling rock to buyers for fac- 
tories or to larger operators. Farmers, 
also, occasionally, when there is little 
work, mine a few tons and sell them 
in the same way. As all their rock is 
sold ‘green,’ and must be dried, crushed 
and screened, it can hardly be said to 
be very cheap. In spite of the low 
prices paid for it, the amount so pro- 
duced is not large. 

THE BLUE ROCK DISTRICT. 

“Thies has been well described by Dr. 
Cc. W. Hayes in this report for 1894, 610 
et seq. It will, therefore, nct be nec- 
essary to go over the ground again. 

“The effect of the discovery of the Mt. 
Pleasant phosphates upon the industry 
in the Blue Rock district was most 
disastrous. Mt. Pleasant furnished a 
higher grade of rock at less cost, and 
above all was supplied with transporta- 
tion, so that it was not surprising that 
that district took the lion’s share of 
the business. The only wonder is that 
any blue rock continued to be sold. But 
it has such excellent qualities for the 
manufacturer that those miners so sit- 
uated as to be able to compete with Mt. 
Pleasant in cost f. b. cars are still 
shipping rock, and the total shipments 
from the district were by no means in- 
significant during 1897. Not all the 
shipments, however, were of blue rock 
(Devonian), as several hundred tons of 
rock from the geological horizon of the 
Mt. Pleasant fields have been shipped 
from Centerville. It is hardly probable 
that the production of this field will 
be lessened for several years to come. 

“The producers operating there are:

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PERRY COUNTY DISTRICT. 

“The geological relations of this field 
have been very clearly set forth by Dr. 
C. W. Hayes in this report for 1894, 
to which reference is made for Informa- 
tion under this head. Since that paper 
was written, further exploration of the 
breccia deposits has shown the exist- 
ence of a considerable amount of high- 
grade rock, hardly to be distinguished 
in appearance, mode of occurrence, and 
composition from the ‘hard rock’ of 
Florida. Such a result of prospecting 
was suggested by Dr. Hayes. While a 
good deal of prospecting has been done 
in this section, the ground has not yet 
been thoroughly explored with a view 
to ascertaining the exact extent of the 
deposits, and no shipments have been 
made, so that it is impossible to say 
anything about the costs of production. 
The rock is apparently of high grade, 
and could enter the foreign market with 
New Orleans as point of shipment pro- 
vided sufficiently good rates were got 
for shipment down the Tennessee River, 
from which the deposits opened up are 
distant about four miles. The company 
controlling these deposits is the Perry 
Phosphate Co., offices at Aetna, Hick- 
man county. An average of six analy- 
ses in the hands of the writer showed 
1.67 per cent. iron and alumina, 80.93 
per cent. bone phosphate, and 4.52 per 
eent. lime carbonate. 

“The outlook for miners in Tennessee 
during 1898 appears to be only fair. 
Figures for cost that are obtainable are 
only estimates, but the most reliable 
information puts cost f. o. b. at the 
mines at $1.25 to $1.35. As the highest 
figures at which rock is now being sold 
in the field are $1.75, and the average 
probably $1.50, the margin of profit is 
very slight. Of late the demand has in- 
creased, and operators seem more hope- 
ful, but whether this improvement is 
permanent remains to be seen. The 
rock has been well received abroad, and 
if freight rates continue to admit of it, 
this business may increase to respect- 
able proportions. The fact that the 
manufacturers’ mills will grind three 
times as much of this rock in a given 
time as of Florida hard rock of the 
same grade should offset in good meas- 
ure the slightly higher iron and alum- 
ina of the Tennessee product. The 
working qualities of the Tennessee rock 
are good, and it produces a high-grade

LUBRICATING OILS.--Y. 
Some reasons why spindle oils fail 


to accomplish what they should are ex- 
plained in Figs. 1 to 4. In the first figure 
a cotton spinning spindle is represented 
in proper position in the step. So long 
as this condition prevails, the allotted 
quantity of lubricating oil will keep the 
parts In good running order. I have 
personally investigated cases of failure 
of spindle oils in which the conditions 
were such that the parts could not be 
kept lubricated evenly though deluged 
in oil. In one large cotton mill where 
the spinning overseer had complained 
about the oil not giving satisfaction, I 
found that many of the hard steel 
points of the spindles had cut into the 
softer metal of the steps, as at A, Fig. 
2. The spindle points would of course 
bind and heat, resulting in loss of 
power, slipping of the spindle band and 
irregularity of the yarns spun, all of 
which was claimed to be the fault of 
the oll. In this case new steps were 
provided, and the same grade of oil 
utilized satisfactorily. In another mill 
I saw that many of the steps of the 
spindles were forced out of line, caused 
by the spinners driving down the bob- 
bins too hard on the spindles and 
throwing the point of the spindle to 
B, Fig. 3. The oil chambers would not 
hold the oil and the woodwork of the 
spinning frame was stained by it, while 
the spindle bearings were dry. Again 
the lubricant was suspected as being 
inefficient until a machinist was em- 
ployed to line up the tipped steps, after 
which the troubles were stopped. A 
source of great waste of oils in cotton 
and woolen mills is due to the waste 
flyings which collected about a spindle 
as at C, Fig. 4. The waste absorbs the 
oil as fast ag it is put on and the 
bearings quickly heat. This one defect 
in cleaning waste from spindles has di- 
rectly caused the failure of oils which 
under correct conditions would be ef- 
ficient. Another problem which has 
been the cause of non-efficiency of some 
of the best lubricants in the market is 
the method of gear setting employed in 
some manufaeturing establishments. 
As a rule, the cogs of gears are not lu- 
bricated, but it is essential that the 
journals next the gears be liberally 


oiled. When the cogs of the gears are 


adjusted too far apart, as at C, Fig. 6, 
the gearing runs unsteadily and prema- 














turely wears the points of the teeth, be- 
eause the meshing is not close enough 
and the full cog is not utilized. The 
jarring and general uneveness of the 
motion affects the journal to such ex- 
tent that the bushings become heated 
and burn out in time. On the other 
hand, the cogs are often found to be 
set so close that they themselves bind 
as at D, Fig. 6. The increased fric- 
tion which results, and the tendency to 
throw the journals out of line, always 
affect the lubrication more or less, and | 
no oil can give satisfaction until the 
cogs are properly set. The proper ad- 
justment is shown in Fig. 7, in which

German Chemical Trade. 

The depression in the market for sul- 
phate of ammonia which commenced in 
1895, lasted without interruption tilf 


September of last year. The great im- 
petus given to the iron trade caused an 
immense increase in the production of 
coke, and this over-production may be 
considered as the chief reason for the 
fall in price. This over-production, 
however, must not be looked upon as 
entailing lasting injury to the market, 
for the use of sulphate of ammonia is 
steadily increasing in Germany, For 
agricultural purposes, the substitution 
of sulphate of ammonia for Chile salt- 
peter has been attended with consider- 
able advantage, and this can only re- 
sult in an increased demand for sul- 
phate of ammonia. Although the pro- 
| duction in Germany last year was more 
| than doubled, it was. still not nearly 
sufficient to satisfy the home demand, 
and considerable quantities were im- 
ported. In 1897, 33,113 tons of ammonia 
wkere imported into Germany, of which 
| 24,023 tons came from Great Britain. 


Bleach.—Formerly Germany could 
|} not nearly supply her own require- 
ments in chloride of lime, but was 


obliged to supply her rather large de- 
;} mand by import. This has entirely al- 
| tered. The immense amount of chloride 
of lime produced by electric manipula- 
tions has caused the export of this arti 
cle to be greater than the import. Of 
the quantity imported, Great Britain 
supplied nine-tenths, while the amount 
exported went principally to Belgium 
and the United States, each of these 


countries taking one-third of the entire 
| export, Owing to the sharp competi- 
tion and the perfection of the different 
processes by which it is manufactured, 
the price of this article has been re- 


duced to so low a figure that it scarcely 


; seems to be a remunerative trade. Still, 
| the fact that English competition still 
exists, and that Germany still en- 


deavors to compete in the trade, shows 

that it is anyhow capable of existing. 

There is a taJk of obliging those fac- 

tories producing chloride of lime by 
| means of excessively cheap processes 

to stop their works, in order that the 

production of the other factories may be 

regulated. It Is proposed that a con- 
| vention of producers should place the 

whole trade in one hand, as had been 

done with caustic, etc., and other prod- 
| ucts of electric works, 

Cyanide of Potash.—The demand has 
| so increased dur nz the last few mcnths, 
| that the German factories are no lon- 
| ger able to supply the desired quantities 
with sufficient promptitude, not even by 
the increase of 25 per cent. in the price, 
| in which the English dealers (who were 
| obliged to cover themselves for “bear’’ 
sales), were forced to acquiesce. 

Sodium Carbonate.—The Commercial 
Chamber at Duisberg petitioned the 
Imperial Diet for a reduction of the im- 
port duties on crystallized soda from 
1s.

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The Basicity of Quinine.* 
BY DAVID HOWARD AND Dp

The question suggested for considera- 
tion by the conference as to the basicity 
of quinine is somewhat difficult to an- 
swer, as theoretical consideration would 
lead to a different conclusion from that 
indicated by the use of indicators in 
volumetric testing. 

Everything points to the conclusion 
that the alkaloid is a “diammonia,” to 
use an expressive if somewhat an- 
tiquated nomenclature, that each of the 
nitrogen atoms of the molecule repre- 
sents a basic nucleus, one of which is 
much mor epowerful than the other.

A New Constituent of Lemon Oil.* 


From the very time that citral was 
first stated to be the odorous constitu- 
ent of lemon oil, various theories have 
been put forward to account for the 
difference in both taste and odor be- 
tween a natural lemon oil and a mix- 
ture of the terpene of lemon oil with 
citral in the relative proportion in 
which they were understood to exist. 


It was subsequently found that citro- 
nellal was associated with citral, and 
had some influence upon the taste and 
odor of the oil, and mixtures of these 
two aldehydes obtained from their most 
economical sources were suggested as 
a still more efficient substitute for nat- 
ural concentrated lemon oil. 


It was found, however, that no blend, 
no matter in what proportion the citral 
and citronellal existed, possessed the 
same peculiarly sweet character as the 
natural oil. 

Several methods of estimation of 
these aldehydic constituents have been 
put forward, dependent upon the for- 
mation of compounds with phenyl hy- 
drazine, hydroxylamine, and also other 
characteristic crystalline compounds. 


Garnett (P. J., Vol. 56. p. 323) subse- 
quently proposed the estimation of cli- 
tral by reduction to geraniol, but the 
accuracy of this method was at once 
contested by one of us (P. J., Vol. 56. 
p. 360) as a result of experiments al- 
ready conducted very much on the 
same lines as that worker had followed. 
Messrs. Schimmel & Co. some months 
later also detailed in their annual re- 
port (Oct., 1896) very many experiments 
to disprove the correctness of Garnett’s 
assertions. These processes, however, 
for the determination of the odor value 
of lemon oil consist solely in estimation 
of the aldehydic constituents. 


We have noted, however, that a sim- 
ple concentrated lemon oil, in which 
every care has been taken to free the 
product from stearoptene and resinified 
products, has a pleasant odor which is 
not associated with a concentrated oil 
separated by chemical means and con- 
sisting practically entirely of mixed 
aldehydic constituents. We have there- 
fore sought to determine to what this 
difference is due, and, we think, with a 
result that may be of some importance. 


For the purpose of our experiments 
we concentrated under reduced pres- 
sure, 2,000 C.c. of lemon oil to 200 C.c., 
and lest any of the odorous constituents 
should have been carried over, again 
concentrated the 1,800 C.c. of distillate 
to 100 C.c., which also was _ reserved. 
The aldedyde was removed from these 
concentrated oils by repeated treatment 
with solution of acid sulphite of sodium 
of 30 per cent. strength, when a consid- 
erable quantity of uncombined oil was 
separated which possessed an odor re- 
calling geranyl acetate. 


Advantage was now taken of the 
knowledge that both citral and citronel- 
lal when thoroughly acetylized form 
alkali absorption bodies (citronellal re- 
acting quantitatively, citral only ap- 
proximately) to get an idea as to the 
total amount of acetylizable bodies 
present. 

The concentrated oil after acetylizing 
for two hours was found to contain 68 
per cent. alkali absorption bodies, 
which corresponds to about the same 
percentage of aldehydes. An attempt 
was made to check this result by esti- 
mating the concentrated oil with acid 
sulphite of sodium in a Hirschsohn 
flask, and though the reading was al- 
most impossible owing to the separa- 
tion of the insoluble citronellal bisul-

phite compound, yet it could be taken

near enough to show that bisulphite 
did not indicate this amcunt of alde- 
hyde, and that in all probability the 
difference was due to the presence of 
an aromatic ester. 

This conclusion was confirmed when 
the aldehydes were completely de- 
stroyed by saponification with alcoholic 
potash solution, the alcohol dissipated 
and the residue distilled. This distil- 
late was again treated with excess of 
alcoholic potash solution until no trace 
of saponifiable bodies was left. The 
product was then distilled under re- 
duced pressure, and then subsequently 
earefully fractionated under ordinary 
pressure, that portion distilling be- 
tween 230 and 250 deg. C. being re- 
served for examination. 

This was found to possess the char- 
acteristic odor of geraniol, and by re- 
peated fractionation the alcohol was 
separated having characters in the 
closest agreement with those of pure 
geraniol. 

Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in determining the nature of the 
acid combined with this geraniol in the 
form of ester in the original oil on ac- 
count of the decomposition products 
formed in the oil, the evidences of acet- 
ic acid whieh were obtained probably 
arising from a decomposition of the 
ester, and pointing strongly to the fact 
that the ester of that alcohol is the one 
present. 

In order to get an approximate idea 
of the quantity present, and also to de- 
termine whether there was any differ- 
ence in the proportion present in the 
normal pure oils of Palermo and Mes- 
sina variety, large quantities of the oils 
were operated upon by a slight modi- 
fication of the process already detailed. 
Quantities of alcohol corresponding to 
from 1°2 to 1°4 per cent. of ester were 
obtained; no constant difference in 
quantity could be said to exist in the 
two varieties. It does seem, therefore, 
that up to the present a constituent 
which has an important bearing upon 
the odor and taste of lemon oil has 
been disregarded, and that it is neces- 
sary that a concentrated lemon oil 
shall contain not only citral and citro- 
nellal, but also this ester of geraniol, 
in normal proportions before it can be 
said to represent in a concentrated 
form the true odor and taste of lemon

Russian Oil Seeds Crops. 


The linseed crop produced a compara- 
tively smaller yield. In 1897 this 
amounted to 12,998,686 cwts., the yleld 
of 1896 reaching 18,190,741 cwts. The de- 
crease in 1897 of 28.5 per cent. was en- 
tirely due to the unfavorable meteoro- 
logical conditions, as the area of culti- 
vation of the seed had been enlarged 
by 251,000 acres. 

The total acreage under cultivation 
for flax in 1897 is returned at 5,748,300 
acres, while in 1896 it stood only at 65,- 
497,200 acres. Increased cultivation of 
flax was observable in the Don country 
and in the province of Stavropol. 


Notwithstanding an increase of the 
area of cultivation of hemp seed in 1897, 
the total yield was a diminished one 
owing to drought. It amounted only to 
5,657,252 cwts,, while the production in 
1896 is registered at 7,523,392 cwts., or 
nearly 25 per cent. in excess of 1897. 
So small comparatively was the yleld 
that after deducting the quantity neces- 
sary for seed, the net remainder for dis- 
posal was equal to only 3,721,168 cwts., 
as against 5,461,481 cwts. of the preced& 
ing year. 

The shortest yields were in those 
provinces from which hempseed is gen- 
erally exported, viz., those of Kaluga, 
Kursk, Moghilev, Orel, Poltava, Sim- 
birsk, Smolensk, Tambov and Cherni- 
gov. The largest crops were produced 
in Kherson, Podolia, Bessarabla, the 
Polish provinces, St. Petersburg, and 
Novgorod. 

The following statement gives the 
area of cultivation and general and net 
yield (after deduction for seeding), of 
hempseed and linseed for the whole of 
Russia in 1897, as compared with the 
two preceding years:

There has been a decided improve- 
ment in contract deliveries of chem- 
icals, more especially in alkali, as many 
of the large glassmakers have been get- 
ting ready to light their fires, now that 
the wage question is settled. Caustic 
soda and bicarb are both receiving their 
share of attention, especially the latter, 
which is being taken freely for export. 
Brimstone is more or less unsettled by 
the free offerings by speculators at a 
shade under regular quotations. Chlor- 
ate of potash is firmer for arrival, but 
spot lots held by speculators are a 
shade easier. Oxalic acid is steady, 
and the same may be said of the other 
light chemicals. In their circular 
Messrs. Peter R. McQuie & Son of Liv- 
erpool say: 

“Chemicals generally have been dull 
during the past month, prices ruling 
mostly in favor of buyers, and even 
now there are but faint signs of any re- 
action. Chlorate of potash is steadier, 
it being understood that the combina- 
tion between English and Continental 
manufacturers is virtually completed. 
present quotations indicate a premium 
of %4d. per lb. on ‘powdered’ over and 
above ‘crystals,’ and this difference is 
to be maintained in future. Home trade 
values have been kept up on ammonia 
alkali and caustic soda, but export 
prices had to be reduced, owing to for- 
eign competition. Japanese and Aus- 
tralian operators have derived the chief 
benefit, but Continental buyers have re- 
ceived a concession, and now the ar- 
rival of American alkali in this country 
is causing uneasiness among English 
makers. Bleaching powder is quiet, 
with only a moderate inquiry. Fertiliz- 
ers have been in good demand, and are 
generally firmer. Sulphate of ammonia 
is in very small compass, and although, 
as the days grow shorter, the produc- 
tion usually increases, there is no pres- 
ent accumulation of stock, but rather 
an unprecedented scarcity. Many works 
are still closed and there is every prob- 
ability of continued high prices, if not 
a further advance. Nitrate of soda re- 
mains steady and is fairly well held, 
‘refined being comparatively scarce in 
this district. Sulphate of copper ad- 
vanced on rumors of a combination 
among the leading English manufac- 
turers, but prolonged negotiations have 
caused some hesitation on the part of 
dealers, and prompt values have backed

In chemicals just now there is more 
holiday making than money making, 
and those left at home find thing 
mighty quiet and dull. The chief saan | 
vf conversation has reference to various | 
proposed combinations, more particu- 
‘arly in sulphate of copper and chlor- 
ate of potash, but outside the actual 
members of the rings nobody seems to 
know anything as to the true position 
of affairs. In addition to the above, 
there are syndicates for dealing with 
the production of ammonia, alkall, soda 
ash, caustic soda, and, to some extent, 
bleaching powder, and I should not be 
surprised if brokers themselves com- 
bined for mutual protection. As for 
“prices,” they are, legion; nowadays an 
intending buyer must not only state to 
what country he purposes shipping, but 
in many cases must indicate the exact 
locality, as there are differential prices 
for points only a few miles apart. 
Ergo, any district requiring cheap 
chemicals has only to threaten the es- 
tablishment of new works. 

The application of the Castner Kell- 
ner Alkali Co. for an injunction to re- 
strain the Commercial Developments 
Corporation from running the Rhodin 
process in this country proved success- 
ful, but although the latter have the 
yption of an appeal it is just a question 
whether they care to incur further ex- 
penses; the costs which they already 
have to pay must be formidable, seeing 
the number of leading counsel and ex- 
perts employed on both sides. Mean- 
while, the Castner Kellner shareholders 
seem well satisfied with the judgment, 
the shares being quoted at 25 per cent. 
premium. 

The flotation of the “Electrolytic Al- 
kali Company” has again been post- 
poned, but a good deal of private sup- 
port has been promised, and an early 
appeal to the public, while not sup- 
posed to be absolutely essential, will 
doubtless be made. To start new 
shemical works at the present time 
smacks of recklessness, but if the pre- 
jiiminary statements of the promoters 
can be relied upon, the ‘“Hargreaves- 
Bird” process will soon carve its way 
to the front rank.

The Nitrate Deposits of Chili. 


Continued from page 16.) 
extracting the pure nitrate salts from 
it that constitutes the immense indus- 
try of the pampas or nitrate fields. As 
to where the nitrate comes from there 
are a number of theories. One is that 
the desert was once the hed of an 
inland sea, and that the nitrate came 
from the decaying of the nitrogenous 
sea weed. Another theory is that the 
ammonia rising from the vast beds of 
guano on the islands off the coast was 
carried by the winds over the range 
of hills near the sea and there con- 
densed, settled and united with other 
chemicals of the soil to form the de- 
posits, and still a third is that the 
electrical discharges of the Andes, com- 
bined with the elements of the air to 
make nitric acid. The acid was car- 
ried down through the ages in the 
floods of the Andes and was deposited 
in these beds in the form of nitrate of 
soda. None of these theories are en- 
tirely satisfactory, and as yet no one 
has absolutely solved the problem as 
to whence the nitrate comes, 


We shall see how nitrate is mined by 
a visit to the great pampa of Tamrugal 
This pampa or field has sixty miles 0! 
oficinas and nitrate fields. A railroac 
has been built through it to carry the 
nitrate to the seacoast at Iquique, ano 
upon it has grown up vast factories 
towns of corrugated iron and huts, fr 
which the tens of thousands of work- 
men employed in the business live, and 
the homes of the scores of well-educat- 
ed Europeans who live here and man- 
age the properties. Leaving Iquique 
the railroad carries you up the hills 
and brings you right into the nitrate 
fields. You are soon in a plain about 
twenty miles wide, with low hills ris- 
ing upward on the right and the lefi. 
On the side of this plain nearest the 
sea the earth looks as though it had 
been plowed by giants, and it lies in 
mammoth clods of all shapes and sizes, 
This is the nitrate fields which have 
been or are being worked. The rest of 
the land is bleak, bare sand. There is 
no vegetation, and no sign of life of 
any kind. All is sand, salt rock, and 
amid the clods nitrate rock, which is 
called caliche. It is a soluble rock of 
different colors. In some places it is al- 
most white and looks like rock salt. In 
others it is yellow, violet and green 
others it is yellow, and in others all 
shades of gray, lemon, violet and green. 
The strata of nitrate usually Hes two 
feet or more under theearth, and there is 
often a salt rock or conglomerate above 
it. The method of getting it out is to 
bore a round hole about a foot in di- 
ameter through the upper crust, and to 
extend it down for a few inches into the 
soft earth below it. Now into this hole 
a boy is let down. He scoops out a 
pocket for the blasting powder and ar- 
ranges the fuse. He is then pulled out 
and the fuse is lighted. An explosion 
follows. A great yellow cloud of smoke 
and dust goes up into the air, and the 
earth is broken up for a radius of about 
thirty feet about the hole. The nitrate 
rock fs now dug off with picks and 
crowbars. It is broken into pieces of 
thirty pounds or less and is loaded upon 
iron carts to be taken to the factory. 
Each of these carts will hold three tons 
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of rock, and each is hauled by three 
mules, the driver sitting upon one of 
the animals. 

The caliche, or nitrate rock, is taken 
in these carts from the flelds to the 
officina or factory. This usually stands 
in the midst of the fields. It is a col- 
lection of buildings with great smoke- 
stacks rising above them. It contains 
thousands of dollars’ worth of costly 
machinery, vast tanks for boiling the 
nitrate rock, crushers like those of a 
smelter to break it to pieces, and set- 
tling vats in which the liquor contain- 
ing the pure nitrate of soda is left un- 
til it has dropped its burden of valuable 
salt. The nitrate rock of the Agua 
Santa fields, as we saw it blasted out of 
the earth, has only about 40 per cent. 
of nitrate of soda init. The nitrate sent 
to the markets is from 95 to 96 per cent. 
pure, and the rock must be so treated 
as to bring about this result. This is 
done by boiling the rock just so much 
and no more. The crushers reduce the 
caliche to pieces about two inches thick, 
and it is then taken to the boiling 
tanks, which are situated in a building 
perhaps fifty feet above the ground. 
These tanks are big enough to form a 
bathtub for an_ elephant. They are 
24 feet long, 9 feet wide and 8 feet deep. 
In them are coils of pipe into which 
steam is running, raising the tempera- 
ture of the fluid in the tank to any de. 
sired point. The caliche is carried in 
cars up an inclined railway and dumped 
into tanks. Then water is admitted and 
is allowed to flow from tank to tank 
in such a way as to act to the best ad- 
vantage on the salts within. The ni- 
trate of soda will remain in solution at 
a lower temperature than other salts. 
This fact and others of a scientific na- 
cure are taken advantage of, everything 
veing done with the greatest care, and 
che result is that when the liquor is 
drawn off nearly all of the pure nitrate 
of soda in the rock goes with it. It 
slows from the boiling tanks into other 
tanks, which lie in the open air at a 
iower level. It now looks for all the 
world like pale maple molasses or thick 
.emon syrup. In a short time it begins 
co crystallize and the tank is haif 
sugar, which is really almost pure ni- 
trate of soda. This is now shoveled 
santo piles, whence it is bagged up in 
sacks of 300 pounds each and hauled 
on the railroad to the seacoast to be 
shipped off to the United States or to 
surope, 

After the salts have settled in the 
tanks the liquor which lies on top strll 
contains a large amount of nitrate. It 
is conveyed back to the boiling canks 
and is loaded with ore nitrate by being 
flowed over the fresh rock. I shall not 
describe the technical details of the pro- 
cess, which is complicated in the ex- 
treme. They were explained to me by 
Mr. James T. Humberstone, the man- 
ager of the Agua Santa Oficina, the 
man who is_ perhaps, of all the 
nilrate managers, the best posted 
upon such matters. I will only say 
that the greatest care is taken to get 
every atom of nitrate out of the rock 
at the lowest possible cost, and that I 
was again and again surprised at the 
careful study which has been taken to 
save every cent in product and labor 
throughout the works. It was indeed a 
lesson in economy, and when I referred 
to it Mr. Humberstone said: “The ni- 
trate profits of to-day are a question of 
small savings. We make so much that 
the difference of a cent in the 
cost of a quintal, or 100 pounds, 
is an important item. It would, 
in fact, mean to us a saving of 
at least $1,200 a month.”” Mr. Humber- 
stone also showed me how the iodine of 
commerce is made from this nitrate 
liquor. It is an element separate and 
apart from the nitrate of soda and it 
forms another valuable product of the 
nitrate fields. It is precipitated in tanks 
by means of bisulphite of soda, and is 
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drawn off in the shape of a dirty black 
powder. The powder is washed and fil- 
tered and is then put into iron retorts 
and heated., It soon turns to vapor, 
which is conducted into Pipes of fire- 
clay, in which as it cools, it changes 
into crystals of a beautiful violet color. 
These are packed up and shipped to our 
country and to Europe. The sale of 
iodine is a monopoly in the hands 
Anthony Gibbs & Co. of London.

world and dictates just how much each 
factory may make every year. The 
price is now, I am told, 8 pence per 
ounce. 

People who think that money is 
easily made in nitrate are much mis- 
taken. The business requires large 
capital and the most careful manage- 
ment, The prices of nitrate lands have 
steadily risen of late years and to-day 
the only properties to be gotten out- 
side of those in the hands of the sev- 
enty-nine factories which are now in 
existence are from the Chilian Govern- 
ment, which only sells at auctions, 
which are periodically held. The last 
auction was held in 1894, when 2,000 
acres were appraised at $3,500,000, and 
sold, I believe, for more than their ap- 
praisement, Another property was ap- 
praised at $9,500,000 of our money. 
There is a limited demand for nitrate 
of soda, and while it is believed that 
the amount in sight will last the world 
at the present rate for fifty years and 
more, the Chillan Government is anx- 
ious not to ruin the business out of 
which it gets so great a revenue by 
throwing more lands just now on the 
markets, 


Even after the land is bought it costs 
an enormous amount to establish a ni- 
trate factory. Take that of Agua 
Santa. It has a capital of $3,000,000 in 
gold, and it pays dividends of 10 per 
cent., or $300,000 a year. The factory 
alone cost $655,000, and in addition there 
has been put in a Westinghouse elec- 
trict plant at a cost of $16,000 more. It 
has buildings which cost $212,000, and 
its water supply cost $51,000. It is now 
employing 800 hands, who receive $60,- 
000 a month, and it supports about the 
works a colony of more than 3,000 souls. 
It owns a railroad to the seaport of 
Caleta Buena, which port also belongs 
to it, and from which it ships its ni- 
trate, Like all of the factories, it has a 
large store connected with the works 
and a great part of the wages of the 
men are spent upon the ground. 

CITIES IN THE DESERT. 


This is only one of the great estab- 
lishments which the nitrate rock has 
built in a desert. It has built numer- 
ous other factories and it is now keep- 
ing tens of thousands of men at work, 
All along the nitrate railroad there are 
towns containing houses of corrugated 
iron, with hotels and stores, and at the 
seacost, which is, if anything, more 
barren and desert-like than the nitrate 
fields themselves, there are a number 
of thriving cities, all of which depend 
entirely upon these nitrate deposits. 

Take Iquique, for instance. It lies on 
the edge of the sea, right under the 
ragged hills which fringe the coast. 
There is not a blade of grass about it, 
and not a drop of water, save that 
which is brought here in ships or in the 
iron pipe line, seventy-five miles long, 
with which it has been connected with 
the springs of Pica, in the interior. 
Still, Iquique has 30,000 people, and, 
next to Valparaiso, it is the most 
thriving seaport in Chili. It has wide 
streets, telephones and electric lights, 
and a street car line, with Chilian 
maidens as conductors. It has news- 
papers, a theatre, and as good an Eng- 
lish club as you will find along the west 
coast of South America, It has good 
stores and markets, and though it pro- 
duces almost nothing but nitrate of 


of | 


soda, it has everything from the out- 
side, and you can live as well here and 
have as great a variety of eating as 
any place in South America, Anto- 
fagasta, though not as large as 
Iquique, is almost equally well favored, 
and there are half a dozen other ports 
here in the desert which are nourished 
by the business of making and shipping 
nitrate of soda.

Gum Guaiacum, 


In our record of the last drug auc- 
tions in London we mentioned the fact 
of some lower-grade parcels of guaia- 
cum being mixed with a kidney-shaped 
seed. This has been identified as the 
cashew nut, or fruit of Anacardium oc- 
cidentale, produced by a tree 30 to 40 
feet high, common in tropical countries, 
and of similar habit to that of the com- 
mon walnut. The fruit is situated on 
a thickened pear-shaped fleshy recepta- 
cle of singular appearance. From in- 
cisions made in the bark a milky juice 
is obtained, which is in demand as an 
indelible marking-ink, and is also used 
as a flux for soldering metals and as a 
varnish, as it becomes black and hard 
upon exposure. The shell of the fruit 
consists of three layers, the interme- 
diate one containing an extremely acrid 
caustic oil, which severely burns the 
tongue and lips of those who attempt 
to crack the nut with the teeth. The 
kernels are edible, and as the acrid 
principle is dispelled by heat, the ker- 
nels are roasted before being eaten, and 
they then become wholesome and 
agreeable. The process of roasting 
should be carefully carried out, as the 
fumes produce severe inflammation in 
the face of persons who approach too 
near. This plant is of considerable 
economic interest; it produces a gum 
known in commerce as cadju, which is 
slightly soluble in water, and is obnox- 
ious to insects, on which account it is 
employed in South America by book- 
binders for dressing the covers of books 
as a preventive against insect attacks. 
An oil obtained from the fruit is ap- 
plied to floors of houses as a protec- 
tion against the ravages of white ants. 
It contains an acrid principle called 
cardol, and a peculiar acid, knwn as 
anacardic acid. In India this oil has 
many medicinal uses, being employed 
as an anaestheic in leprosy, and as a 
blister for warts, corns and ulcers, and 
also generally as a powerful rubefa- 
cient and vesicant. It may be of inter- 
est to note that gum guaiacum is de- 
rived from two species of guaiacum— 
namely, G. officinale principally, and 
in a minor degree from G. sanctum— 
natives of the West Indies. The drug 
is exported almost exclusively from San 
Domingo, and is collected either as a 
natural exudation in the form of tears, 
or artificially by making incisions in 
the bark, or by destroying the tree and 
cutting it into logs, which are sup- 
ported horizontally and ignited at both 
ends, when the resin exudes from an 
incision made in the centre. Another 
method is to perforate the logs at both 
ends and expose to a brisk fire, which 
causes the resin to flow; it is also ex- 
tracted by boiling chips of the wood in 
salt water, when the resin forms a 
layer on the surface and is collected. 
G. officinale affords the well-known 
lignum-vitae, an extremely hard and 
useful wood.—Chemist and Druggist.

DEXTRINE.—Dealers report a fairly 
steady demand, but at unchanged 
prices, which are firm. 

DIVI DIVI.—There has been only a 
moderate demand, which dealers have 
filled at $42.50@$50 as to quantity. 

GAMBIER.—The McLaurin has ar- 
rived with 7,574 bales, and the Stella 
del Mare with 9,777 bales. Thus far 
no sales have been made from these 
cargoes, but the latter has been offered 
at 2.574%c. in quantities. The Queen 
Margaret, a direct steamer, arrived 
with 50 tons, which were sold at 2.55c. 
From store, 400 bales, sail, were dis- 
posed of at 2.65c., while for shipment 
200 tons, steamer, were placed at 2.45c. 
and 200 tons, sail, at 2.60c. It is under- 
stood that 100 tons were sold at 2.60 to 
be delivered before the close of naviga- 
tion, and 50 tons at 2.55c. on the same 
conditions. The range of prices from 
store is 2.65@2.80c. 

INDIGO.—Some fresh estimates of 
the out-turn of the new crop have been 
received giving 22,000 maunds for Low- 
er Bengal, and 54,000 maunds for Tir- 
hoot, Chuprah, ete.; Benares and Doab 
are expected to yleld about 60 per cent. 
of last year, thus making a total of 
about 125,000 to 127,000 maunds, but it 
is yet too early to place much reliance 
on these figures, 

NUTGALLS.—The demand for . both 
Aleppo and Chinese has been light, and 
the former is quoted at 12%c., while 
12% @13c. will buy the latter as the 
stock is large. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—The de- 
mand has been active, and some deal- 
ers are asking l6c., but 15%c. will still 
buy, and orders were accepted at this 
price to-day. 

SAGO FLOUR.—There is a good job- 
bing demand, but the supply is light. 
In 25-bag lots 3%c. is the price, up to 
4c, for small lots. 

SUMAC.—There has been no im- 
provement in the demand, which Is of 
a small character. Prices remain at $39 
@47, as to quantity and quality. 

STARCH.—There has been a good 
demand for corn, with as low as 1.28c. 
quoted for pearl in bags, for carload 
lots. In barrels 5c, higher is asked, 
while powdered is 1.28c. and 1.33c. in 
bags and barrels. Better grades of 
standard are held as high as 1%c. Po- 
tato has been dull at 3%@3%c., al- 
though as low as 344c. has been quoted, 
Wheat has been active at 4%@5'ec., as 
to quality. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The combination 
price is 14@14%c., but a sharp buyer 
might be able to shade this price for a 
prime article. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR is scarce and firm 
at 4@4\c.

Testing Commercial Albumen. 


Gelatine, dextrine and mucilage are 
generally used for adulterating the dry 
commercial albumen. Again, the albu- 
men may also be worthless through 
partial coagulation. For testing a sam- 
ple 2 grammes are stirred into a small 
quantity of distilled water by which a 
sophistication with flour may be recog- 
nized. The mass is next diluted with 
water to make 200 c. cm. If the albu- 
men contains no coagulated admixture, 
the solution remains clear. To 100 c. 
em. of the solution are next added 35 
c. cm. of a 1 per cent. tannin solution 
and about 0.2 gramme of pure com- 
mercial tartar. This mixture is agi- 
tated and filtered. One-half the filtrate 
is mixed with a 0.5 per cent. gelatine so- 
lution (of which 25 c. cm. correspond 
to about 0.1 gramme of pure commer- 


cial tannin). If the sample is pure al- 
bumen, there must in no case be a pre- 
cipitate. Should the gelatine cause a 
precipitation, then an excess of tannin 
is present. The albumen contains in 
this case either adulteration, or else it 
is coagulated in part. I€ the precipitate 
is caused at the second addition of 
tannin to the albumen solution, the al- 
bumen Is adulterated with gelatine or 
similar substances. From the quantity 
of tannin required for the second pre- 
cipitation may be determined approxi- 
mately the gelatine present, as the lat- 
ter is capable of precipitating about 
four times as much as the same weight 
of dry albumen, 

The presence of gelatine and dextrine 
in albumen may also be ascertained by 
heating the solution of the product in a 
water bath. The albumen coagulates 
thereby and may be separated by filter- 
ing. If the sample is pure, the filtrate 
will give no precipitate with tannin. 
Dextrine and gum arabic can be found 
in the filtrate by the usual test meth- 
ods.—Ann,. Chim. Anal. Appliq.

Refining Petroleum with Silicate 
of Soda. 


The distillates of the heavy oils 
spindle to cylinder oils) are cooled to 
20° to 30° C. (68° to 86° F.), whereby 
water separates at the same time. The 
oils are next treated in the acid vat 
with the corresponding quantity of 66 
per cent, sulphuric acid. The acid is 
permitted to flow in slowly, and at the 
same time air is blown into the mix- 
ture, to produce an intimate incorpora- 
tion of oil and acid. The sulphuric acid 
has hereby to perform a double func- 
tion, to wit, first to dissolve certain in- 
gredients, and second to oxidize them. 
The oxygen of the air promotes the 
oxidizing effect of the sulphuric acid. 
The larger portion of the products of 
oxidation passes over in the acid tar, at 
part dissolves in the oil and is removed 
in the subsequent lixiviation process. 
A. M. Villon recommends the so-called 
chloro-chronic acid, in place of the 66 
per cent. sulphuric acid; it is an ex- 
tremely energetic oxidizant; but a num- 
ber of experiments instituted with it 
by Josbeph R. Michler gave indifferent 
results. 

The next following neutralization is a 
very disagreeable operation. Soda and 
caustic soda are perhaps the only two 
neutralizing agents used in factory pur- 
suit. But as the oils contain certain 
saponifiable constituents, the caustic 
soda is decidedly to be preferred on ac- 
count of its greater vigorous action, 
which preference is partly offset by its 
slightly higher price. One disagreeable 
occurrence, however, is frequently no- 
ticed, to wit, no matter whether soda 
or caustic soda was used, after neu- 
tralization the oils will either clarify 
not at all or else badly. An infinite 
number of agente and ways have been 
proposed to ameliorate this defect, for 
instance, practical men often use table 
salt, ether, alcoholic soda lye, benzine, 
magnesic chloride, etc., intended partly 
for a solution of the oils, and partly 
for graining out. This extra labor, 
however, increases the cost of the re- 
fining process. One neutralizing agent 
which is perhaps the best for the pur- 
pose, is the silicate of soda (water- 
glass). It may either be used alone or 
else combined with soda or caustic soda 
for neutralizing. According to Joseph 
R. Michler, the advantages of this 
method are as follows: 1. A smaller 
percentage of sulphuric acid may be 
used, for heavy oils; although dark oils 
are obtained thereby, the discoloring 
property of the separated silicic acid 
soon changes them into pale oils, which 
makes them salable, as the consumer 
attaches great weigth to pale oils; 2. 
The emulsion deposits quickly, which is 
effected by the precipitating silicie 
acid.—Chem. Ztg.
